H.  Mayer  Senior,  Ltd.,  52  and  53  Crutched  Friars, 
London,  E.C.3,  vanilla  importers,  have  this  month  celebrated 
the  75th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  company.

Lescher  (managing  director,  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.),  Mr.  G.  A.  Dalrymple  (Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
and  Mr.  H.  Ilumplircvs  J.ines  (fjiincipal,  Liverpool  School  of 
Pharmacy). 

London 

Members  of  the  Cuthl  of  Public  Pharmacists  visited  the 
laboratories  and  works  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  Hounslow,  on 
September  22.  The  vi.sit  included  luncheon  and  a  tour  of  the 
extension  recently  added  to  the  works.  The  visitors  were 
received  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Knott  and  Dr.  J.  Stanley  White,  and 
.speeches  were  made  by  Mr.  F.  B.  Royal,  Mr.  J.  Moore  and  Mi.ss 
A,  Gilliatt. 

The  opening  se.ssjoual  meeting  of  the  South  West  London 
Chemists'  Association  and  Branches  was  held  on  October  i, 
the  president  (Mr.  E.  Neville  Browne)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  J.  F. 
McNeal  (a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council)  gave 
an  address  on  ' '  The  Future  of  Pharmacy  and  How  We  Can 
Shape  It."  Mr.  McNeal  said  he  could  not  but  feel  that 
synthetic  medicine  jnight  be  a  phase  that  would  pass  and 
that  the  pharmacy  of  the  future  would  continue  to  be  based 
on  materia  medica  of  l)otanical  and  mineral  sources  as  here- 
tofore. Consequently,  as  a  first  step  towards  shaping  the 
future,  we  should  look  for  means  of  linking  pharmacy  in  the 
minds  of  the  public  tliroughout  Great  Britain,  and  to  this 
end  the  one-time  popular  carboy  would  serve  well.  The 
nmltiple  chemists  had  shown  that  it  paid  to  have  a  resem- 
blance of  their  shops  one  to  the  other,  and  if  private  pharma- 
cists could  do  this  in  some  way  it  would  become  impressed  upon 
the  minds  of  the  pul.ilic  that  the  pharmacy  was  a  shop  to  be 
held  in  complete  distinction  from  those  of  others,  and  this 
might  greatly  aid  in  imjjroving  our  present  condition.  Pres- 
tige for  pharmacy  might  also  be  gained  by  conversing  with 
customers.  Mr.  McNeal  deplored  the  apathy  and  lack  of 
support  displayed  by  meml)ers  towards  their  branches.  He 
had  had  tlie  privilege  of  serving  on  the  Organisation  Committee 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  (who  was  present). 
He  urged  branches  io  forward  resolutions  to  this  Committee 
for  discussion.  The  Council  desired  this.  The  only  way  to 
get  the  Government  interested  was  to  convince  ministers  that 
a  Bid  for  pharmacy  was  also  definitely  in  the  public  interest. 
Dealing  with  the  reservation  of  dispensing,  Mr.  McNeal  said 
pharmacists  must  firsi  put  their  house  in  order.  Dispensing 
l)y  untrained  assistants  would  not  be  tolerated. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  Atkinson  said  he 
had  come  expecting  "  fireworks."  He  strongly  upheld  that 
only  those  who  had  served  or  were  serving  apprenticeship 
should  be  pharraaceutically  emijloyed.  Miss  Borrowman  said 
she  had  aways  held  that  the  chemist's  shop  should  look  defi- 
nitely like  a  pharmacy.  Some  chemists  felt  that  the  Council 
should  get  on  with  the  job  without  suggestions  from  the  rank 
and  file ;  she  could  not  agree,  however,  that  all  the  best 
l)eople  were  on  the  Council,  Mr.  Shakerley  pointed  out  that 
the  pestle  and  mortar  as  a  sign  was  displayed  on  practicall>- 
all  pharmacies  in  Scotland.  Mr.  Kemplay  extolled  Mr.  C.  F. 
WUson's  suggestions  recentU'  reported  in  the  trade  Press.  Mr. 
Edgecombe  inquired  as  to  what  progress  was  being  made  in 
relation  to  air-raid  precautions.  A  lady  from  the  Tees-side 
Branch  who  was  present  was  glad  to  hear  that  the  Council 
would  welcome  resolutions  in  future.  That  Branch  had  not 
found  such  a  warm  welcome  for  the  resolutions  with  which  it 
had  "  boml)arded  "  headquarters  in  the  past. 

Replying,  Mr.  McNeal  said  that  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to 
speak  at  such  a.  good  meeting.  Reservation  of  dispensing  to 
the  pharrnacist  must  be  concentrated  upon  as  a  first  step. 
The  discussion  provided  man}-  good  points  upon  which  reso- 
lutions might  be  sent  to  headquarters.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
moved  by  Mr.  Woodnoth,  who  also  had  expected  a  "fire- 
works" evening.  Expressing  thanks,  Mr.  McNeal  said  the 
fireworks  ingredients  were  there  for  use  when  required.  He 
was  on  the  Council  to  serve  to  the  best  of  his  alnlity.

A  meeting  of  the  Manchester,  Salford  and  District  Branch 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Tinion  was  held  at  the  Victoria 
Hotel  on  September  30,  Mr.  G.  V.  Tyler  in  the  chair.

A  resolution  was  passed  urging  stricter 
supervision  in  this  matter,  and  recommending  that  pe-ople 
aljle  to  afford  the  proper  price  should  be  sent  to  the  chemist 
lor  their  supplies. 


Scottish  Notes 


North  British  Executive 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edin- 
burg,  on  September  29,  Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert  in  the  chair. 
The  chairman  said  that  since  the  last  meeting  the  death  had 
taken  place  of  Mr.  D.  W.  Nicolson  (divisional  secretary, 
Kilmarnock  Division  of  Ayrshire).  Mr.  Nicolson  was  also 
secretary  of  the  North  Ayrshire  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  had  been  for  some  time  secretary  for  the  Kilmarnock  Burgh 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  a  representative  on  the  General 
Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland).  It  was  reported  that  a 
communication  had  been  received  from  the  Department  of 
Health  regarding  certain  panel  chemists  who,  not  having  paid 
the  retention  fee,  were  struck  of?  the  register.  All  had  now 
been  restored.  It  was  reported  that  a  letter  had  been  received 
from  the  Scottish  Office  asking  if  the  Executive  had  any  view 
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as  to  the  date  on  which  the  Methylated  Spirits  (Sale  by  Retail) 
(Scotland)  Act,  1937,  should  come  into  operation.  A  reply 
had  been  sent  stating  that  January  i,  1938,  would  be  a  suit- 
able date.  Negotiations  were  in  progress  with  the  Department 
of  Health,  it  was  stated,  with  a  view  to  securing  more  adequate 
terms  of  service  for  1938. 

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 

A  meeting  of  the  Paisley  and  District  Chemists'  Association 
wa.s  held  in  the  Green  Room,  Clark  Town  Halls,  Paisley,  on 
September  27,  Mr.  Thomas  McKim  (president)  in  the  chair.

Irish  Notes 


Belfast 


At  Belfast  Licensing  Sessions,  on  September  30,  220  methy- 
lated spirit  licences  were  renewed,  chiefly  for  pharmaceutical 
chemists. 

An  acute  controversy  has  been  going  on  in  the  columns  of 
the  Belfast  Press  during  the  past  few  days  as  to  the  restric- 
tions imposed  upon  doctors  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  regard- 
ing medical  prescriptions.  Complaint  has  been  made  by  certain 
panel  patients  that  they  could  not  get  the  medicines  they  asked 
for.  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson,  M. CP. S.N. I.,  secretary  of  the 
Central  Insurance  Practitioners'  Committee,  replying  to 
criticisms,  said  the  Health  Insurance  drug  bill  ran  to  ;^52,ooo 
in  1936,  and  chemists  dispensed  778,000  prescriptions.  Although 
the  price  of  a  drug  was  no  index  of  its  medicinal  value,  it 
might  interest  the  insured  to  know  that  many  patients  were 
getting  ten  to  fifteen  shillings'  worth  of  medicine  every  week, 
and  that  one  patient's  supply  now  totals  over  £170.  There 
were  periodical  tests  of  the  medicines  supplied,  and  the 
analyses  showed  that  there  is  a  high  standard  of  dispensing 
among  the  chemists  of  Northern  Ireland.

What  is  "  tony  wine  "? — At  Lurgan  Quarter  Sessions,  in 
a  case  in  which  the  prisoner  w  as  stated  to  have  taken  "  tony  " 
w  ine.  Judge  Green  asked  what  was  the  nature  of  this  wine.

Topical  Reflections

October, 

with  the  return  to  Greenwich  time,  marks  the  resump- 
tion of  the  evening  meetings  of  associations  and  branches 
(p.  394).  Shortly  councillors  and  others  will  let  loose  a  flood 
of  oratory  on  pharmaceutical  matters  ;  at  the  annual  dinners 
oflicers  of  the  Society  will  give  their  views,  handsomely  wrapped 
or  gilded,  so  that  listeners  may  go  away  soothed  and  comforted 
with  the  conviction  that  all  is  well  at  No.  17.  My  own  im- 
pression, gathered  from  conversations  with  many  pharmacists 
in  both  the  retail  and  wholesale,  is  that  there  is  an  earnest 
desire  to  get  down  to  business  during  the  coming  session.  The 
apathy  which  has  been  so  noticeable  during  the  past  few  years 
is  breaking  up.  I  attribute  this  to  a  great  extent  to  the  meet- 
ings of  representatives  at  the  Conference  ;  these  will  report 
Vjack  to  their  associations  ;  there  will  be  discussion  and  action 
which  will  be  reflected  in  the  results  of  the  next  election  of 
councillors  and  in  the  meetings  of  representatives  at  Edin- 
Ijurgh  next  September.  The  new  premises  of  the  Society  should 
certainly  form  one  of  the  subjects  for  debate  ;  there  seems 
little  doubt  that  tlie  original  cost  will  be  greatly  exceeded 
owing  to  the  rise  in  the  prices  of  materials.  Members  of  the 
Society  will  do  well  to  think  ahead  and  visualise  the  years  to 
come  in  which  the  money  will  have  to  be  found  to  pay  off  the 
enormous  debt  incurred  in  the  building. 


The  Past  Week 

has  been  notaVjle  because  of  the  attention 
directed  to  national  health.  There  was  the  broadcast  on 
September  31  by  the  Prime  Minister  ;  there  were  also  the 
proposals  in  the  national  Press  by  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion for  a  general  medical  service  for  the  nation,  which  it  was 
suggested  shoid<l  ultimately  circle  round  the  famOy  doctor. 
These  propo.sals  are  very  far-reacliing  and  imply  the  co-ordina- 
tion of  all  the  medical  services  and  institutions  in  the  country 
into  one  organic  whole.  Pharmacists  will  welcome  any  move- 
ment which  has  for  its  aim  and  object  a  fitter  and  more  virile 
nation.  We  may  well  ask  the  question,  however,  "  Where  do 
we  come  in?"  And  we  may  wonder  what  is  the  intention 
of  the  organisers  of  the  various  services  regarding  the  pharma- 
cist. In  the  proposals  of  the  B.M.A.  we  are  certainly  men- 
tioned. In  a  l^rochure  giving  fuller  information  there  is  a  short 
paragraph  on  the  work  of  the  pharmacist  in  such  a  scheme 
as  that  outlined  by  the  B.M.A. ,  which  infers  that  room  will  be 
found  for  him,  probably  in  providing  medicine  for  insured  and 
other  persons  at,  presumably,  N.H.I.  Tariff  rates.  This  brings 
us  back  to  the  old  subject  of  the  drug  fund  and  its  growing 
inadequacy  to  provide  sufficient  money.  This  is,  of  course, 
a  problem  which  the  Minister  of  Health,  assisted  by  the 
National  Pliarmaceutical  Union,  will  have  to  solv-e.

Trouble  with  Machinery. — At  Croydon  Police  Court,  on  Sep- 
tembei-  29,  Bourjois,  Ltd.,  perfumers  and  soapmakers,  Queen's 
Way,  were  summoned  for  neglect  in  protecting  machinery.  The 
proceedings  related  to  a  soap  press  for  which  a  hinged  guard 
screen  was  provided.  Evidence  was  given  to  the  effect  that 
a  young  woman  was  injured  while  working  at  the  machine  with 
the  screen  open.  The  works  manager  said  this  was  the  first 
trouble  with  this  class  of  machine  in  nine  years.  A  fine  of 
1,10  was  imposed,  with  costs. 

Spirit  of  Nitrous  Ether. — At  East  Ham  Police  Court,  on 
September  30,  Mr.  Harry  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist.  High 
Street  North,  was  summoned  for  having  sold  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  deficient  by  90  per  cent,  in  ethyl  nitrite.  Mr.  Jones, 
who  was  represented  by  Mr.  K.  Glazebrook,  pleaded 
"  Guilty."  Mr.  J.  E.  Austin,  chief  sanitary  inspector  for  East 
Ham,  prosecuting,  said  the  public  analyst  reported  that  the 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  contained  0.125  per  cent,  of  the  active 
principle,  whereas  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  should  contain  at  least 
1.25  per  cent.  The  alcoholic  strength  of  the  spirit  indicated 
that  the  deficiency  was  not  due  to  dilution  but  to  deterioration. 
It  was  appreciated  how  difficult  it  was  to  store  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre.  Mr.  Glazebrook,  for  the  defence,  said  Mr.  Jones  had 
four  chemists'  shops  and  had  carried  on  business  for  twenty-one 
years  without  a  previous  summons  of  any  kind.  This  was  a 
very  volatile  substance  and  one  that  was  rarely  asked  for  now. 
It  was  impossible  to  prove  that  the  substance  when  analysed 
was  in  the  same  condition  as  when  the  sample  was  taken.  In 
view  of  his  client's  excellent  record,  and  the  fact  that  the 
general  public  were  apt  to  take  a  very  serious  view  of  a  con- 
viction against  a  chemist  without  appreciating  the  technical 
evidence,  he  asked  that  the  case  should  be  dismissed  under  the 
Probation  of  Offenders  Act.  The  magistrate  agreed  to  this 
course,  and  ordered  payment  of  42s.  costs.

Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students 

In  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the  usual  analytical  tourna- 
ment for  the  coming  session,  to  be  announced  next  month, 
an  exercise  of  a  comparatively  simple  description  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  October  competition  in  qualitative  analysis,  and 
all  students  who  propose  to  participate  in  the  tournartient ,  are 
advised  to  embrace  the  preliminary  opportunity  afforded  to 
test  their  present  knowledge  and  skill. 

The  exercise  will  consist  of  a  mixture  of  three  salts  con- 
taining metallic  and  inorganic  acidic  radicals  occurring  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  It  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough, 
systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected, 
and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the 
only  constituents  of  the  mixture.  Special  credit  will  be  given 
for  detailed  reports  upon  the  observations  made  in  the  pre- 
liminary examination. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  October  12,  on 
which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  reports  will 
be  received  up  to  Saturday,  October  23.  Each  report  should 
contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and  should  include 
a  list  of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this  list  any  substance 
regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished 
from  -  the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the 
mixture. 

Special  Notice. — The  prizes  in  this  analysis  will  be  awarded 
only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  (not  former  tournament  prize- 
winners) who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,, 
and  who  have  not  passed  in  Chemistry  in  the  Preliminary 
Scientific  examination  in  Great  Britain,  in  the  Licence  exami- 
nation in  the  Irish  Free  State,  or  in  Chemistry  Part  i,  in 
Northern  Ireland,  which  facts  must  he  attested  on  their  reports.

Voluntary  Liquidation 

Charles  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Holbeck,  Leeds,  soap  manufacturers. 
The  statutory  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  recently  at  Leeds, 
when  the  statement  of  affairs  showed  unsecured  creditors  of 
i^i.853  3s.  lod.,  of  which  £1,474  lis.  6d.  was  expected  to  rank. 
The  assets  totalled  £123  i6s.  iid.,  or  a  deficiency  of 
£1,350  14s.  7d.,  so  far  as  the  creditors  were  concerned.  The 
issued  capital  was  £5,000,  and  as  regarded  the  shareholders 
there  was  a  deficiency  of  £6,350  14s.  yd.  The  company  was 
registered  in  1910  with  a  nominal  capital  of  £1,000.  Subse- 
quently the  capital  was  increased  by  £4,000,  all  of  which  was 
issued  in  the  form  of  cumulative  preference  shares  of  £1  each, 
carrying  interest  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  per  annum.  On 
May  24  last  a  receiver  was  appointed  on  behalf  of  the  debenture 
holders — the  bankers.  The  latter  held  a  debenture  which  was 
issued  to  them  in  1920  for  £2,000,  and  the  amount  then  out- 
standing was  £1,314-  The  receiver,  after  discussing  the  matter 
with  the  directors,  decided  to  continue  the  business  for  one 
month,  when  it  was  closed.  The  position  of  the  company  was 
attributed  to  keen  competition.  Resolutions  were  passed  con-, 
firming  the  appointment  of  Mr.  F.  C.  Mair  as  liquidator,  with 
a  committee. 
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A  Removal  to  Speke 


SPEKE  has  been  proir.ineutly  "  on  the  map  "  of  latt 
on  account  of  its  imposing  aerodrome,  one  of  the 
hangars  of  which  was  illustrated  in  The  Chemist  and 
ukuggist  Annual  Special  Issue  of  June  26.  Overlooking  the 
Mersey,  with  Welsh  mountains  in  the  far  distance,  and 
situated  only  a  short  distance  from  Liverpool,  it  is  a  delectable 
spot  for  work  as  well  as  for  the  recreation  which  follows 
work.  Local  enthusiasts,  indeed,  have  already  floated  the 
legend  that  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  live  in  the  Isle  of  Man 
and  travel  daily  by  air  to  and  from  one's  work  in  Speke. 

In  giving  brief  histories  of  the  principal  manufacturing 
houses  of  Liverpool  in  our  issue  of  July  24,  we  mentioned 
that  Thompson  &  Capper  Wholesale,  Ltd.,  and  their  sub 
sidiary  companies  Manesty  Machines,  Ltd.,  and  Premier 
Sales,  Ltd.,  were  on  the  point  of  removing  from  College  Lane 
to  Speke,  where  they  have  built  a  large  modern  factory 
standing  in  seven  acres  of  ground.  One  of  the  advantages 
of  recommencing  in  this  way  is  that  the  accumulated  experi- 
ence of  years — in  Messrs.  Thompson  &  Capper's  case,  of 
nearly  140  years,  as  they  dace  from  1798 — is  available  for  any

changes  in  the  layout  of  the  building  and  the  organisation  of 
the  staff  that  may  suggest  themselves.  We  visited  this  new 
factory  at  the  official  opening  on  September  29  (briefly  referred 
to  in  the  C.  &-  D.  of  October  2),  and  readily  appreciated  the 
entire  suitability  of  a  building  of  this  kind  for  the  various 
'operations  that  are  to  be  carried  on  there.  The  architect  is 
Mr.  A.  E.  Sherman,  Liverpool. 

A  Double  Factory 

The  factory,  which  is  on  one  floor  throughout,  may  t)e 
described  in  general  terms  as  consisting  of  two  independent 
though  related  sections,  one  allotted  to  the  work  of  Thompson 
&  Capper  Wholesale,  Ltd.,  and  Premier  Sales,  Ltd.,  and  the 
other  to  that  of  Manestv  Machines,  Ltd.  The  entrance  hall 
thus  leads  to  the  general  offices  of  one  of  these  sections 
on  the  right  and  to  those  of  the  other  on  the  left.  Beyond 
the  general  offices  are  offices  for  the  governing  director  and 
the  managing  director,  with  waiting  rooms  and  so  forth  ; 
and  the  visitor  receives  at  the  outset  an  impression  of  the 
ample  and  well-devised  lighting  which  is  one  of  the  features 
of  the  factory.  Turning  first  to  the  Thompson  &  Capper 
side,  wc  notice  the  ample  provision  for  the  specialised  opera- 
tions involved  in  manufacturing  their  products.  The  typical 
processes  of  tablet-making  on  a  small  scale — mi.xing^  granu- 
lating, compressing  and,  if  required,  coating — have  been 
published  for  '  many  years  past  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  "  and  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing  "  ;  but  in  "  Phar- 
maceutical Formulas,  Volume  I,"  the  cautionary  remark  is 
made  that  ' '  much  of  the  work  of  improving  the  manufacture 
has  been  done  in  the  laboratories  of  manufacturing  chemists, 
and  has  not  been  published."  This  is  particularly  true  of 
the  new  factory  at  Speke,  where  Messrs.  Thompson  &  Capper 
Wholesale  have  one  important  advantage  over  other 
manufacturers  of  tablets  in  this  country,  the  machinery  for 


the  purpose  licmg  actually  made,  and  in  some  cases  designed, 
on  the  premises.  They  are  thus  in  a  position  to  supply 
any  kind  and  quantity  of  tablets,  pharmaceutical  or  other, 
and  to  advise  011  the  choice  of  machinery  for  manufacturing. 
The  preparation  of  Quinphos  and  the  company's  other  pro- 
prietaries is,  of  course,  segregated  from  the  tablet-making 
department,  and  a  room  is  reserved  for  any  work  of  a  special 
nature  involving  the  handling  of  awkward  chemicals. 

Questions  of  size  and  relative  position  of  departments  for 
storage  of  basic  materials,  packing,  stock-keeping  and  so 
forth  have  been  carefully  considered  ;  and  the  company's 
chief  engineer,  Mr.  Nerve,  has  been  kept  busy  devising  all 
kinds  of  ingenious  arrangements  by  which  the  routine  opera- 
tions of  a  large  factory  will  be  ensured  of  smooth  working. 
The  drying  ovens,  for  instance,  are  of  the  latest  type.  No 
overhead  shafting  has  been  fitted,  direct  electric  power  being 
installed  wherever  it  is  wanted. 

The  general  arrangements  for  the  comfort  of  the  staff  have 
been  thought  out  with  the  same  completeness  as  the  structural 
details.  The  walls  and  doors  are  painted  in  bright  and  har- 
monious colours.  Synchronised  clocks  and  thermostatic  control 
of  temperature  are  among  other  items  which  help  to  make  work 
a  pleasure  ;  and  the  accessory  features  include  staff  dining 
room,   works  canteen,  kitchen,  rest  room  and  cloak  rooms. - 

The  Manufacture  of  Machinery 

No  greater  contrast  in  one  and  the  same  factory  can  well 
be  found,  than  the  contrast  between  the  Thompson  &  Capper 
side  of  the  new  Speke  premises  and  the  Manesty  Machines' 
side.  The  uninitiated  visitor,  entering  the  Manesty  machine 
shop  for  the  first  time,  sees  before  him  a  maze  of  machines, 
large  and  small,  which  is  more  than  a  little  bewildering. 
Many  of  them  are  of  fascinating  intricacy,  power,  and  fine- 
ness of  adjustment,  and  each  has  some  individual  function 
in  the  highly  specialised  work  of  manufacturing  other 
machines. 

Let  us  take  in  illustration  a  piece  of  apparatus  with  which 
pharmacists  all  over  the  world  are  familiar — the  Stokes  (now 
known  as  Manesty)  water  still.  Before  the  draughtsman's 
design  can  be  carried  out  there  must  be  the  manufacture  of 
each  separate  part,  with  the  boring,  grinding,  annealing  arfd 
any  other  operation  required.  Then  comes  the  assembling  of 
the  parts  and  the  testing  of  the  finished  article,  each  test  being 
put  on  permanent  record.  We  were  interested  in  watching  the 
growth  of  tablet  machines,  large  and  small,  from  the  rough 
castings  to  the  finished  product,  and  we  were  particularly 
struck  by  the  punch  and  die  department,  which  we  understand 
is  the  finest  in  the  country.  In  this  department  everybody 
has  to  think  in  thousandths  of  an  inch,  and  years  of  research 
have  been  spent  in  deciding  on  the  best  type  of  steel  or  metal 
to  be  used  for  each  individual  job,  and  also  the  exact  degree 
of  hardness  required.  As  mentioned  when  referring  to  Messrs. 
Thompson  &  Capper's  tablets,  many  of  the  Manesty  machines 
are  designed  on  the  premises  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
designs  a  large  and  amply  liglited  drawing  office  forms  part  6f 
the  organisation. 

As  might  be  expected,  manufacturing  plant  of  this  scope 
necessitates  numerous  adjuncts.  The  drawing  office  adjoins  a 
dark  room,  which  is  also  in  constant  use.  The  storage  depart- 
ment houses,  in  separate  sections,  such  items  as  tools,  castings, 
and  finished  parts.  Other  auxiliary  services  include  a  harden- 
ing shop  (with  the  latest  type  of  Brayfield  electrically  controlled 
furnace)  and  a  paint  shop.  Electric  power,  controlled  on  the 
newest  system,  is  installed  all  over  the  premises,  even  furnace 
bellows  being  electrically  worked.  Packing  and  dispatch  have 
their  own  benches,  communicating  with  the  outer  world  with 
the  aid  of  powerful  lifting  tackle. 

As  on  the  Thompson  &  Capper  side  of  the  building,  the 
welfare  of  the  staff  and  other  workers  has  been  duly  studied. 
A  part  of  the  land  surrounding  the  factory  is  reserved  as  a 
playing  field,  and,  is  being  prepared  for  games..  A  railway 
passes  the  proper!  v  on  one'  side,  incidentally  emphasising 
its  self-contained  appearance.  Thompson  &  Capper  Whole- 
sale, Ltd.  and  their  associated  companies  will,  we  feel  sure, 
have  no  cause  to  regret  their  decision  to  transfer  their  head- 
quarters from  a  crowded  part  of  Liverpool  to  a  district 
where  they  have  abundant  room  for  expansion.

Council  Meeting 


A  NEW  DEPARTURE  in  regard  to  National  Health  Insurance  dis- 
pensing was  forecast  at  the  October  meeting  of  the  Council 
held  at  i6  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.i,  on  October  6,  the 
Vice-President  (Mr.  Thomas  Guthrie)  in  the  chair. 

Tuesday's  Proceedings 
,   Among  the  business  transacted  ,by  the  Council  at  its  meeting 
0n  October  5  were  the  following  items :  — 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  Worcestershire 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  enclosing  correspondence  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  Committee  had  represented  to  the 
Ministry  that  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  pharmaceutical 
representatives  upon  insurance  committees  was  desirable.  The 
Ministry  had  replied  that  representations  would  be  noted  for 
future  consideration,  but  that  their  immediate  adoption  was 
impossible,  as  an  amendment  of  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Act  and  of  the  Regulations  would  be  necessary. 

The  Council  considered  the  proposed  petition  of  the  Institute 
of  Chemistry  for  a  supplementary  Royal  charter,  and  agreed 
that  its  terms  called  for  no  representations  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

'  N.H.I.  Dispensing  Terms 

A  notice  of  motion  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Parry  on  the  agenda 
for  October  5  was  as  follows: — "  That  the  Council  appoint  a 
committee  to  consider  any  matters  which  may  concern  members 
of  tlie  Society  in  the  forthcoming  revision  of  the  contract  under 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Act." 

When  Mr.  Parry  sought  to  move  the  resolution  on  October  6, 
a  member  of  the  Council  suggested  that  it  should  have  been 
dealt  with  on  the  previous  day,  but  Mr.  Parry  had  not  been 
at  the  meeting  to  put  it  forward. 

Mr.  Rowsell  suggested  that  the  Council  should  go  into 
committee  to  consider  whether  the  motion  should  be  taken  in 
public  or  private,  but  his  resolution  to  that  effect  was  defeated 
after  being  seconded  by  Mr.  Wells. 

Mr.  Wallis  expressed  the  view  that  on  principle  the  mover 
of  the  motion  should  be  allowed  to  say  whether  he  desired  it 
to  come  before  the  Council  in  one  way  or  the  other.  He  (the 
speaker)  preferred  always  that  discussions  should  take  place 
in  public  rather  than  in  committee. 

Mr.  Rowsell  pointed  out  that  he  had  not  suggested  which 
method  should  be  adopted,  but  only  that  the  question  of  pro- 
cedure should  be  decided  by  the  Council  in  committee. 

Mr.  Parry  said  that  even  if  the  matter  was  discussed  in 
committee,  that  would  not  prevent  him  from  bringing  forward 
the  motion  in  public. 

In  moving  the  resolution,  Mr.  Parry  said  he  was  satisfied, 
after  careful  investigation,  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  Phar- 
macy Acts  or  the  Charter  to  prevent  the  Council  acting  on 
behalf  of  chemists  in  the  manner  indicated.  During  the  past 
twenty  years  the  Council  had  made  a  definite  advance  in 
methods  of  training  and  testing  competency.  But  the  Govern- 
ment had  never  yet  realised  that  the  chemist,  as  such,  had 
any  interests  whatsoever,  or  was  entitled  to  any  adequate 
return  for  the  burden  imposed  upon  him.  Pharmacy  had  be- 
come the  Cinderella  of  all  those  bodies  whose  business  it  was 
to  deal  with  sick  persons.  The  pharmacist  was  weighted  down 
with  rules,  regulations  and  penalties  which  were  becoming  posi- 
tively unbearable.  The  heritage  handed  to  the  N.P.U.  was  the 
Remains  of  a  tariff  evolved  experimentally.  Nothing  more 
absurd  as  a  condition  of  service  was  ever  foisted  on  a  body 
of  responsible  and  skilled  men.  Would  any  other  body  of 
intelligent  professional  men  contract  to  buy  and  stock  drugs, 
medicines  and  appliances — expensive,,  perishable,  with  a  very 
large  percentage  of  dead  and  unsaleable  stock  left — and  then 
agree  to  sell  from  this  stock  quantities  ranging  as  low  as  d. 
in  value  at  the  rate  of  actual  cost  in  bulk  ?  The  scale  of  dis- 
jDensing  fees  was  so  low  as  to  make  comparisons  with  payment 
for  fervice  in  an,y  other  calling  laughable.  Legislation  as  such 
would  never  solve  their  problems.  The  object  of  his  motion 
was  to  secure  adequate  financial  recognition  for  the  pharma- 
cist's service  in  N.H.I,  dispensing.  The  time  was  approaching 
when  new  contract  terms  might  be  considered.  It  was  no  use 
leaving  matters  of  this  importance  to  the  last  moment.  Over 


20,000  members  of  the  Society  depended  directly  or  indirectly 
on  retail  pharmacy  for  their  livelihood.  All  those,  and  prob- 
ably more,  were  interested  in  the  N.H.I,  terms  of  service. 
His  motion  did  not  commit  the  Council  to  anything  that  was 
not  within  its  capacity  to  perform,  or  to  anything  not  within 
the  range  of  its  legal  powers.  If  the  committee  appointed, 
backed  by  the  Council  and  by  those  on  the  Register,  took  up 
its  task  with  courage  and  determination,  it  would  become  the 
most  powerful  force  ever  organised  by  pharmacists  in  presenting 
a  united  front  to  the  departments  concerned. 

Mr.  Rowsell  said  the  reason  he  had  moved  the  resolution 
to  decide  whether  the  question  raised  by  Mr.  Parry  should  be 
discussed  in  committee  or  in  private  was  that  he  wanted  to 
test  the  feeling  of  the  Council.  The  test  was  very  effective. 
Now  that  they  had  decided  to  take  it  in  public  he  wanted  to 
say  he  was  in  favour  of  a  committee  being  set  up  to  consider 
the  whole  position,  and  his  reason  for  that  was  that  the  posi- 
tion had  altered  entirely  since  1920.  At  that  time  the  Society 
was  voluntary  and  had  only  about  15,000  or  16,000  members. 
Now  they  had  a  compulsory  membership  and  represented  the 
whole  of  the  chemists  in  the  country  ;  and  the  Society,  with  its 
added  prestige  and  power,  should  examine  the  whole  question 
from  ..the  point  of  view  that  they  were  doing  all  the  National 
Health  dispensing  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Hirst,  seconding  the  resolution,  complimented  Mr. 
Parry  and  said  he  felt  that  the  committee  should  be  set  up, 
but  not  in  any  way  that  would  offend  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union.  He  felt  the  Society  should  have  a  watching  body 
to  help  the  N.P.U. 

Mr.  Wallis  supported  the  motion.  He  did  not  think  they 
ought  to  feel  they  might  ofiend  someone.  Surely  they  were 
there  to  say  whether  there  were  matters  in  the  contract  which 
needed  alteration.  He  felt  there  was  not  sufficient  co-ordina- 
tion between  the  Council  and  other  organisations  concerning 
matters  which  were  of  vital  importance  to  pharmacy.  There 
were  other  bodies  that  represented  pharmacy  more  purelj' 
on  the  trade  side,  and  it  was  suggested  sometimes  that  they 
were  whimsical.  He  hoped  the  Council  would  become  whim- 
sically minded  enough. 

Mr.  Deacon  suggested  that  the  matter  should  be  adjourned 
for  a  month. 

Mr.  Rowsell  supported  the  adoption  of  this  course,  saying 
that  it  might  be  that  the  Society  and  the  other  body  concerned 
might  become  in  accord  during  the  month. 

Mr.  Parry,  in  stating  his  willingness  that  the  matter  should 
be  adjourned,  added  that  he  took  it  that  in  the  meantime  steps 
would  be  taken  -to  see  whether  the  offer  of  help  would  be  wel- 
come to  the  other  body. 

Mr.  Melhuish  pointed  out  that  there  would  be  an  oppor- 
tunity for  a  round  table  conference  between  the  two  organisa- 
tions, and  that  would  no  doubt  go  far  towards  putting  the 
matter  in  its  proper  perspective. 

Welcome  to  New  Member 

The  Vice-President  welcomed  Mr.  Knox  Mawer,  who  was 
recently  co-opted  as  a  member  of  the  Council.  The  choice  of 
the  Council  was  not  in  this  case,  of  course,  the  choice  of  the 
electors,  but  the  Council  would  naturally  hope  that  the 
electorate  would  later  on  confirm  their  choice.  ! 

Mr.  Knox  Mawer,  returning  thanks,  pledged  himself  to  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

The  Vice-President  also  welcomed  to  the  rrieeting  the 
chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  and"  the 
chairman  of  the  North  British  Executive. 

Deaths 

The  Vice-President  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the 
deaths  of  a  number  of  men  who  were  well  known  in  pharmacy : 
Mr.  C.  E.  a.  Goode,  Mr.  W,  R.  Fielding,  Mr.  H.  C.  Goodall, 
Mr.  Alfred  Higgs. 

Registration  Items 
Thirty-eight  persons  w'ere  .elected  student-associates.  Eight 
persons  were   restored   to  the    Registers  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists  and  Chemists  and  Druggists,  and  the  registrar  re- 
ported that  24  persons  had  -feeen  restored  to  the  -Register.  -  The 
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removal  {rom  the  Register  of  the  name  of  one  person  who  had 
not  paid  the  retention  fee  was  authorised.  The  registrar 
reported  that  129  persons  had  been  registered  as  apprentices 
or  students.

Avenue,  Wallasey  Village,  Arthur  Patrick  Doran,  formerly  of

The  report  of  the  Committee  showed  that  eight  applica- 
tions had  been  received,  and  grants  made  or  now  recommended 
ranged  from  £g  15s.  to  £52.  The  quarterly  figures  included 
eleven  grants  amounting  to  £262  15s.

The  balances  on  the  other  accounts  were :  — Benevolent 
Fund  (current  account),  ;£48  ■  19s.  iid.  (amount  on  deposit 
account,  £800)  ;  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund,  ^^41  iis.  6d. 
(on  deposit  account,  ;^5o)  ;  Hills  Orphan  Fund,  ;^49  14s.  gd. 
(deposit  account,  ;^20o)  ;  Orphan  Fund,  17s.  7d.  (deposit 
account,  ;^25o).  Accounts  amounting  to  ^^8,662  is.  5d.  were 
passed  for  payment,  and  the  action  of  the  secretary  in  making 
payments  amounting  to  ;^i,688  19s.  was  approved. 

Lawt  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  presented  by  Mr.  J.  Jack, 
showed  that  in  England,  Scotland  and  Wales  1,035  chemists' 
shops,  215  listed  sellers  and  108  drug  store  proprietors,  grocers 
and  similar  traders  had  been  visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors 
during  the  past  month.  It  also  showed  that  228  drug  stores 
and  other  premises  had  been  visited  by  the  Society's  agents 
during  the  past  month. 

Opening  of  School  of  Pharmacy 

The  ninety-sixth  session  of  the  Society's  School  of  Pharmacy 
was  opened  on  the  afternoon  of  October  6  in  the  Examination 
Hall  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square.  The"  vice-president  (Mr. 
Thomas  Gutlirie)  was  in  the  chair,  and  was  supported  on  the 
platform  by  Sir  Humphry  Rolleston,  M.D.,  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish. 
Dr.  Katherine  Coward,  Professor  J.  H.  Burn,  Mr.  H.  Berry, 
Mr.  T.  E.  Wallis,  Dr.  W.  H.  Linnell  and  Mr.  Philip  F.  Rowsell. 

Opening  the  proceedings,  the  Vice-President  said  he  was 
glad  to  see  that  so  many  people  had  turned  up,  but  was 
sorry  to  see  the  staff  had  been  unable  to  provide  comfortable 
accommodation  for  everybody.  However,  in  a  year  or  two 
they  would  have  room  for  all  who  attended  on  such  occasions. 
He  was  charged  by  the  president  of  the  Society  to  express  his 
regret  that  it  was  not  possible  for  him  to.be  present.  The 
president  kad  been  on  a  short  holiday  to  America.    They  had 


a  very  large  number  of  apologies  for  absence,  but  he  did  not 
propose  to  read  the  names.  Mr.  Guthrie  announced  the  scholsir- 
ship  winners  (already  printed  in  the  C.  D.)  and  said  thfeii 
the  Deanship  of  the  School  was  vacant  following  the  appoint- 
ment of  Professor  Burn  as  Professor  of  Pharmacology  at 
Oxford  University.  Nevertheless,  the  Council  felt  they  would 
like  the  Professor  to  present  his  report.  It  gave  him  (Mr. 
Guthrie)  an  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Professor  on  behalf 
of  the  Council  of  the  Society  for  his  services  to  the  College 
and  to  pharmacy  generally,  and  also  to  wish  him  success  and 
happiness  in  his  new  sphere.  When  Professor  Burn  came  to 
the  Society  he  found  two  empty  rooms,  but  he  had  left  a  firmly 
established  institution  with  a  national  reputation  which  had 
attracted  workers  from  many  foreign  countries.  He  had 
closely  identified  himself  with  the  interests  of  pharmacy  and 
was  concerned  with  its  advancement. 

Dean's  Report 

The  Dean's  report  included  the  following  passages:  — 
There  were  loi  students  in  the  School  last  session,  of  whom 
sixty-one  were  taking  the  one-year  course  and  forty  were  taking 
the  first  or  second  year  of  the  two-years  course.  The  change 
of  the  Regulations  whereby  the  one-year  course  becomes  the 
first  year  of  the  two-years  course  is  so  beneficial  that  it  should, 
I  think,  never  be  altered.  It  is  further  satisfactory  to  note 
that  the  course  for  the  Diploma  in  Biochemical  Analysis  was 
well  attended,  and  I  may  say  that  the  entries  for  the  coming 
year  are  even  more  than  for  last  year.  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  saying  that  I  have  an  extraordinary  respect 
for  Dr.  Harrison's  qualities,  and  think  that  the  Society  has 
been  most  fortunate  to  have  his  services.  During  the  past  year 
there  have  been  eleven  research  students  studying  for  the  Ph.D. 
degree,  four  of  them  being  demonstrators  in  the  School. 
During  the  year  the  Vice-Dean,  Mr.  Berry,  has  spent  much 
of  his  time  at  the  London  School  of  Hygiene,  and  we  may  now 
congratulate  him  on  having  gained  the  University  Diploma 
in  Bacteriology. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  much  criticism  of  the 
system  whereby  University  students  taking  a  degree  in  phar- 
macy can  become  registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  degree  is 
an  easy  back  door  to  the  Ph.C.  I  have  not  the  time  to  discuss 
this,  and  if  I  had,  I  could  not  improve  on  the  exposition  which 
Mr.  Linstead  has  given  on  different  occasions.  It  may,  how- 
ever, be  useful  to  add  my  opinion  briefly,  as  that  of  one  who 
is  not  by  training  a  pharmacist.  So  far  as  London  is  con- 
cerned, there  is  no  difference  whatever  in  the  standard  or  in  the 
difficulty  of  the  two  examinations.  To  suggest  that  the 
University  degree  is  an  easy  back  door  to  the  Ph.C.  is  simply 
untrue.  Then  it  remains  only  to  decide  whether  pharmacy 
suffers  by  the  admission  to  the  Register  of  persons  with  a 
University  degree.  Surely  it  is  clear  that  pharmacy  cannot 
suffer  in  this  way,  but  must  greatly  gain  by  the  increased 
esteem  of  the  non-pharmaceutical  world.  What  matters  to 
pharmacy  is  not  what  pharmacists  think,  but  what  the  general 
public,  including  all  the  Government  departments,  scientific 
societies,  and  professional  bodies,  think.  When  these  realise 
that  a  large  proportion  of  pharmacists  have  University  degrees, 
they  will  have  far  more  respect  for  pharmacy  than  if  all 
pharmacists  had  nothing  more  than  this  Society's  qualification. 
I  have  been  a  member  of  the  staff  of  this  building  for  eleven 
years  and  nine  months,  and  I  am  leaving  with  the  greatest 
regret.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Council  for  their  attitude  towards  the  scientific  work  of  myself 
and  my  colleagues  throughout  the  whole  of  this  period. 

The  Vice-President  said  they  were  grateful  to  Sir 
Humphry  Rolleston  for  agreeing  to  make  the  sessional  address 
at  short  notice.  Sir  Humphry  would  be  known  to  them  as  the 
bearer  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  distinguished  names  in 
medicine,  and  they  were  greatly  favoured  in  having  his  in- 
augural address.  His  appointment  by  the  Privy  Council  as  a 
member  of  the  Society's  Council  had  brought  him  more  closely 
in  contact  with  their  work,  which  had  been  very  fruitful  and 
advantageous  to  the  Society. 

Sir  Humphry  Rolleston  then  delivered  an  address  entitled 

The  Historical  Relations  of  Pharmacy  and  Physic 

[Abstract] 

Pharmacy  was  necessarily  part  of  primitive  medicine,  and 
its  separation,  like  that  of  nursing,  has  been  an  inevitable  part 
of    the    evolution    and   specialisation    which  have  converted 
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medicine  into  a  mosaic  with  many  facets.  This  origin,  in  the 
root  of  the  tree  of  medical  knowledge,  is  preserved  in  the 
legend  of  the  patron  saints  of  pharmacy — the  twin  brothers, 
Christian  Arabs,  Cosmas  (sometimes  written  "  Cosmos  "  or 
"  Cosmo  ")  and  Damianus  of  the  city  Aegse  on  the  Gulf  of 
Issus  in  Cilicia,  Asia  Minor.  There  they  miraculously  healed 
the  sick  by  a  combination  of  prayer  and  physic  ;  it  has  been 
stated  that  they  were  the  first  practitioners  to  do  so  gratuit- 
ously. They  were  also  the  patron  saints  of  medicine,  surgery, 
barbery,  and  midwifery.  It  is  doubtful  if  Cosmas  and 
Damianus  ever  existed  ;  but  however  this  may  have  been, 
the  physicians,  surgeons,  and  pharmacists  of  Vienna  up  to 
1700  kept  September  27  as  a  religious  festival  in  memory  of 
these  saints. 

In  Europe  it  is  difficult  to  trace  with  any  confidence  a  dis- 
tinction between  medical  practitioners  and  the  representatives 
of  modem  pharmacists  until  the  approach  of  the  renaissance  or 
revival  of  learning.  But  here  again  there  may  be  exceptions  ; 
indeed,  it  would  be  very  unwise  to  assume  that  there  were  not 
honest  apothecaries  and  herbalists — apart  from  witches  and 
charlatans — during  the  dark  ages.  Thus  the  neo-platonist. 
Olymphiodorus,  in  the  sixth  century,  is  said  to  have  noted 
that  the  physician  gives  the  prescription  which  is  made  up  by 
the  pigmentarius  (the  dealer  in  paints  and  ointments),  the 
ancestor,  as  Bouvet  remarked,  of  the  apothecaries  and  the 
modern  pharmacist.  Perhaps  the  next  evidence  in  Europe  of 
a  recognised  distinction  between  medical  practitioners  and  phar- 
macists is  in  an  Edict  regulating  the  practice  of  both  medicine 
and  pharmacy  issued  in  1224  by  Frederick  II  (1194-1250), 
King  of  Sicily. 

Grocers  and  Apothecaries 

The  Grocers  amalgamated  in  1 345  with  the  Pepperers  and  the 
Spicers  and  on  February  16,  1428-29,  received  from  Henry  VI 
their  first  charter  as  a  City  Company,  being  then  described  as 
"  The  Freemen  of  the  Mistery  of  Grocers  of  the  King's  City  of 
London."  This  word  Mistery  (derived  from  Latin  niinisteriutii 
=  occupation)  did  not  imply  a  secret  truth  outside  the  scope 
of  uninspired  human  intelligence  (Latin  niysterium  =  a 
mystery),  but  had  the  quite  unromantic  meaning  of  a  craft, 
art,  or  trade,  and  was  also  applied  to  the  City  Guilds.  On 
April  9,  1606,  the  Grocers'  Company  and  the  Apothecaries  were 
united  by  Charter  into  one  Company  as  "  The  Freemen  of  the 
Mistery  of  Grocers  and  Apothecaries  of  the  City  of  London." 
This  renewed  the  Grocers'  ancient  privileges  in  relation  to  the 
sale  of  goods,  including  drugs,  though  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
right  was  destined  to  be  revoked  in  1617.  A  relic  of  this 
association  of  the  Grocers  and  Apothecaries  was  until,  recently 
visible  in  the  market  place  at  Cambridge  in  the  arms  of  the 
Grocers'  Company  on  a  house  inhabited  for  many  generations 
by  the  Vesey  family  of  apothecaries  (Gunther).  But  this  union 
was  short-lived  ;  the  Apothecaries,  indeed,  were  ripe  for  the 
separation  about  the  time  that  the  1606  Charter  was  granted. 
A  separate  Charter  was  given  to  the  Apothecaries  by  James  I, 
King  of  England,  on  December  6,  1617. 

The  King  evidently  felt  strongly  about  the  activities  in 
London  of  "  very  many  Empiricks  and  unskilful  and  ignorant 
men,"  as  set  out  in  the  Charter.  His  son  Henry  Frederick, 
Prince  of  Wales  (1594-1612)  died  on  November  6,  1612,  of  a 
fever,  then  prevalent  ;  his  death  then  seemed  so  obscure  as  to 
suggest  poisoning.  Wild  imagination  started  ruipours  that  the 
criminal  was  the  King,  jealous  of  his  son's  youthful  popularity, 
or,  alternatively,  Mayerne,  who  attended  the  Prince  and  left 
a  careful  account  of  his  illness  and  necropsy.  From  analysis  of 
this  case  report,  Norman  Moore  (1847-1922),  President  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  (1918-1922),  made  it  clear,  in  1882, 
that  the  disease  was  really  typhoid  fever.  In  those  days  sudden 
death,  especially  when  preceded  by  acute  abdominal  pain,  such 
as  occurs  in  perforation  of  a  gastric  or  duodenal  ulcer,  was  often 
ascribed  to  poison.  The  King  may  have  suspected  that  the 
poisoning  was  the  work  of  some  "  empirick,"  and  may  also 
have  been  influenced  by  his  apothecary,  James  Garrett,  who, 
having  been  subjected  to  some  interference  by  the  authorities 
of  the  City  of  London,  brought  the  matter  before  his  Royal 
master  in  1614,  the  year  in  which  James  began  to  move  in 
what  he  considered  to  be  a  vital  reform. 

The  friendly  attitude  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
shown  to  the  Apothecaries  in  1617  when  the  separate  Charter 
was  granted  contrasts  with  their  famous  quarrel  at  the  end  of 
that  century.  For  some  years  after  the  Charter  was  granted, 
the  relations  between  the  Royal  College  and  the  Apothecaries' 


Society  seem  to  have  been  featureless  ;  but  in  1630  and  1637 
the  College  made  its  supervisory  powers  felt,  and  on  the  later 
occasion  the  Society  showed  fight. 

After  the  appearance  of  the,  at  first  anonymous,  poem 
"  The  Dispen.sary  "  (1699),  in  which  Samuel  Garth  (1661-1719) 
described  a  most  homeric  battle  at  the  College,  the  antagonists 
being  somewhat  transparently  disguised  and  the  dissenting 
minority  severely  caricatured,  opposition  inside  the  College 
faded  away,  and  the  charitalile  work  was  carried  on  until 
1725,  thus  setting  a  most  valuable  example  in  the  establish- 
ment of  dispensaries  and  the  out-patient  departments  now  such 
a  universal  part  of  hospitals.  But  meanwhile  the  quarrel  be- 
tween the  College  and  the  Society  smouldered  on,  breaking  out 
now  and  then  into  some  incident  such  as  accusations  against 
the  apothecaries  for  practising  medicine.  With  regard  to  the 
important  question  of  medical  practice  by  the  apothecaries,  the 
ultimate  result  was  as  follows :  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
of  London,  relying  on  its  power  granted  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII  to  restrain  apothecaries  from  prescribing,  prosecuted 
an  apothecary,  William  Rose,  for  having  attended  and  pre- 
scribed for  a  butcher.  Rose  pleaded  tliat  he  had  not  asked  for  or 
received  payment,  but  in  1703  he  was  convicted.  The  case  was 
taken  on  appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords,  and  the  sentence  was 
reversed.  Members  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society  then  gradually 
became  to  all  intents  and  purposes  general  practitioners,  and 
this  was  upheld  by  the  Acts  of  1815  and  1886.  Reference 
should  be  made  to  a  friendly  action  to  the  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries in  1722  by  Hans  Sloane  (1660-1753),  President  of  the 
Royal  Society  and  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of 
London  and  Founder  of  the  British  Museum.  He  made  over 
to  the  Society,  for  a  yearly  rent  of  five  pounds,  the  Physic 
or  Botanical  Gardens  at  Chelsea,  which  the  Society  had  rented 
since  1673,  but  found  it  difficult  to  maintain.  The  anony- 
mous translator  of  "  The  Complete  History  of  Drugs,"  by 
Pomet  ("Chief  druggist  to  the  French  King  ")  in  his  dedica- 
tion to  Sloane  described  him  "  without  the  least  tincture  of 
flattery  "  as  "  the  only  person  of  the  faculty  in  these 
Kingdoms  who  of  late  years  made  Materia  Medica  your 
study. ' ' 

(The  address  was  prefaced  by  a  tribute  to  Professor  H.  E. 
Armstrong,  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons,  Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd  and  Pro- 
fessor J.  H.  Burn.) 

Vote  of  Thanks 

The  Vice-President  said  that  the  close  attention  with  which 
they  had  listened  to  Sir  Humphry's  address  was  evidence 
enough  that  they  had  found  it  extremely  interesting.  He 
thought  it  was  delightful,  in  an  age  like  this  when  they 
seemed  to  be  always  going  at  top  speed,  or  above  it,  to  look 
back,  and  to  follow,  as  Sir  Humphry  had  done,  the  begin- 
nings of  the  profession  to  which  they  belonged. 

Professor  A.  H.  Ferguson  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Sir 
Humphry.  It  seemed  to  him  quite  a  long  time  since  he 
had  listened  to  one  of  so  much  interest.  Comparisons  were 
always  odious,  and  he  did  not  mean  to  raise  any  discrimina- 
tion between  other  inaugural  addresses  that  had  been  given 
when  he  said  that  the  one  to  which  they  had  just  listened  was 
likely  to  be  unique  among  those  that  had  been  delivered  in 
that  room.  As  a  student  of  the  history  of  science,  he  was 
conscious  of  the  fact  that,  although  there  were  many  worthy 
contributions  in  history,  biological  and  medical  science,  they 
had  a  lack  of  a  real  authoritative  account  of  the  history 
of  pharmacy.  He  hoped  that  Sir  Humphry  had  pointed  the 
way  to  remedy  that  omission. 

Seconding  the  vote  of  thanks,  Mr.  Melhuish  said  he  thought 
perhaps  Professor  Ferguson  and  many  others  would  be  very 
delighted  and  happy  to  know  that  that  very  morning,  for 
the  first  time,  he  had  been  privileged  to  look  at  two  copies 
of  a  history  of  pharmacy.  He  felt  sure  that  when  the  ladies 
and  gentlemen  in  the  room,  and  the  very  much  wider  audience, 
had  looked  through  and  read  the  book,  they  would  appreciate 
something  of  the  labours,  difficulties  and  progress  of  phar- 
macy in  the  country.  He  was  perhaps  entitled  to  make  a 
personal  remark,  as  he  thought  it  was  possible  he  had  known 
Sir  Humphry  Rolleston  as  long  as  if  not  longer  than  anyone 
in  the  room,  and  also  in  many  capacities.  He  had  endeared 
himself  to  everyone  of  his  colleagues  on  tbe  Council,  with  his 
quiet  friendly  attitude,  that  gentleness  of  spirit  which  he 
used  when  intervening  in  a  discussion  or  argument,  and  he 
could  assure  them  that  they  looked  with  utmost  pleasure 
upon  him  as  a  representative  on  the  Council. 
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Evans'  Biological  Institute 


THE  further  considerable  expansion  of  Evans'  Biological 
Institute  at  Higher  Runcorn,  in  Cheshire,  has  re- 
cently been  completed,  and  our  recent  visit  to  this  re- 
markable organisation  was  highly  interesting.  By  way  of  placing 
the  Institute  in  its  true  setting  we  may  mention  its  genealogy. 
In  1901  the  House  of  Evans  took  over  the  farm  station  of 
Liverpool  University'  used  in  connexion  with  animal  research, 
thus  launching  the  Institute  with  a  definitely  scientific  tradi- 
tion as  a  backing.  It  is  an  asset  of  the  highest  value  that  this 
tradition  has  never  been  subordinated  to  order-books — in  other 
words,  that  research  is  continually  going  on  untrammelled  by 
commercial  considerations.  An  adequate  number  of  labora- 
tories is  fully  equipped  for  investigations  which  may  or  may 
not  have  any  necessary  bearing  on  the  output  of  the  Institute. 
The  Medical  Director  is  Dr.  H.  A.  Mitchell,  who  is  supported 
by  a  large  staff  of  experienced  doctors  and  biological  chemists. 

The  fine  modern  buildings  are,  in  themselves,  things  to  be 
proud  of,  being  constructed  of  white  concrete  on  the  most 
up-to-date  lines,  with  spacious  floors  receiving  abundant  light 
from  the  many  windows.  Additional  stables  have  been  erected 
and  the  older  ones  improved,  so  that  the  large  number  of 
horses  used  in  the  preparation  of  serums  is  housed  under  ideal 
conditions.  New  laboratories  have  been  built  and  existing 
ones  enlarged  and  improved  ;  and  all  are  adequately  stocked 
with  apparatus  to  facilitate  the  execution  of  the  many  and 
varied  processes  carried  on  in  them.  The  official  opening  of 
the  enlarged  premises  by  the  Earl  of  Derby,  K.G.,  was  taking 
place  when  we  went  to  press  with  this  issue. 

Obtaining  Antitoxins 

It  is,  in  fact,  these  processes  carried  on  in  the  Institute  that 
provide  the  real  interest.  The  visitor  will  first  see  the  taste- 
fully furnished  reception  and  entrance  hall.  Eeading  ofi  this 
is  the  comprehensive  library,  where  the  research  staff  can  keep 
pace  with  modern  scientific  development  from  the  many 
English,  Continental  and  American  scientific  journals  obtained 
regularly.  Thence  the  visitor  passes  to  the  living  material, 
the  horses  for  serum  and  the  small  animals — rabbits,  guinea- 
pigs  and  rats — for  testing.  The  stables  have  been  sectionalised 
in  a  manner  dictated  by  experience,  so  that,  for  instance, 
diphtheria  horses  live  apart  from  tetanus  horses.  The  selec- 
tion of  suitable  animals  is  always  a  laborious  business : 
several  may  arrive  on  offer  and  none  be  found  possessing  the 
right  qualities.  As  for  the 
smaller  animals,  feeding  and 
tending  them  must  be  to  a 
great  extent  a  labour  of  love, 
involving  the  supervision  of 
numerous  births,  marriages 
and  deaths. 

The  general  process  of 
obtaining  an  antitoxin  from 
serum  has  been  described  in 


the  C.  D.  on  several  occasions,  and  may  therefore  be 
summarised  quite  briefly.  The  selected  toxin,  of  what- 
ever kind,  is  converted  to  toxoid  and  injected  subcutane- 
uiisly  into  the  horse  in  gradually  increased  doses,  test  bleeds 
being  done  at  intervals."  When' the  desired  strength  of  anti- 
toxin in  the  blood  has  been  reached,  the  normal  bleed  of  about 
eight  litres  is  made  from  the  jugular  vein  into  a  sterilised  glass 
jar.  Horses  are  temperamental  creatures,  but  the  systematic 
precautions  taken  to  hobble  and  otherwise  quiet  them  render 
the  operation  entirely  comfortable.  On  st;i,nding  the  blood 
separates  into  supernatant  serum  and  clot,  the  process  being 
expedited  by  a  sterilised  glass  weight.  The  serum  is  syphoned 
off,  sterilised  by  filtration  (heat  and  chemicals  are  for  obvious 
reasons  barred)  and  stored  at  4°  C.  for  a  specified  period  in 
glass  containers  each  about  twice  the  size  of  a  Winchester 
quart.  The  contents  of  the  storage  chamber  afford  eloquent 
evidence  of  the  output  of  the  Institute  in  products  of  this 
kind  ;  and  the  chart  recording  the  thermostatic  control  is  a 
typical  example  of  what  such  records  should  be. 

On  release  from  cold  storage  the  serum  is  treated  with 
ammonium  sulphate  so  as  to  separate  the  pseadoglobulin  from 
the  unwanted  euglobulin  ;  the  filtrate  of  antitoxic  pseudoglo- 
bulin  is  then  mixed  with  the  same  sulphate  in  higher 
concentration,  yielding  as  a  precipitate  the  pseudo- 
globulin  ;  this  is  pressed,  dried  and  dialysed,  resulting 
in  a  stronger  solution.  The  solution,  after  again  passing 
through  a  germ-proof  filter,  is  tested  for  potency  against 
the  corresponding  standard  product  issued  to  the  League  of 
Nations  specification  under  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Regula- 
tions. The  testing  is  done  by  two  methods — the  precipitation 
method  and  the  guinea-pig  test.  Lastly  comes  the  filling  into 
ampoules  in  enclosed  rooms  from  which  visitors  are  excluded, 
sterility  here,  as  elsewhere,  being  imperative.  Millions  of  am- 
poules are  thus  annually  turned  out,  labelled  and  boxed  in  the 
usual   way.    Before  labelling  and  boxing,   however,  a  very 
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important  factor  intervenes,  expert  examination  by  selected 
workers  gifted  with  acute  vision.  Each  examining  bench  is 
fitted  with  a  hght  suspended  over  a  dark  board,  against  which 
the  examiners  hold  the  ampoules  long  enough  to  satisfy  them- 
selves of  their  absolute  brilliance.  The  ordinary  visitor,  picking 
up  one  of  the  rejected  specimens,  may  wonder  what  its  defect 
is,  the  explanation  being  that  a  trained  pair  of  eyes  has  detected 
some  minute  particle  of  foreign  matter,  possibly  a  fragment  of 
glass,  that  the  uninitiated  person  can  only  see  after  it  has  been 
magnified. 

The  Bacteriological  Department 

For  antitoxins  the  scientific  worker  must  have  toxins,  and 
for  toxins  bacteria :  we  thus  make  our  way  next  to  the  bacterio- 
logical department,  with  its  multitude  of  cultures.  Very  im- 
pressive it  is  to  stand  in  this  part  of  the  Institute  surrounded 
by  the  germs  of  practically  every  known  disease,  suggesting  the 
possibility  of  mischief  beyond  the  dreams  of  the  maddest  film 
director.  As  is  generally  known,  different  culture  media  have 
been  evolved  as  suggested  by  experience.  The  bottles  or  test- 
tubes  containing  these  lie  nearly  flat,  so  as  to  present  a  maxi- 
mum of  surface  ;  and  for  the  satisfactory  growth  of  some  kinds 
of  bacteria  a  temperature  of  38°  C.  has  to  be  maintained  in  an 
incubating  chamber.  It  is  found  in  practice  that  the  growth  of 
a  culture  ceases  after  a  time.  Hence  the  need  for  subcultures, 
which  are  started  by  transferring  portions  of  the  culture  to  a 
fresh  bottle  or  tube  of  the  medium  with  a  sterilised  platinum 
loop.  The  same  department  deals  with  vaccines,  of  which  a 
complete  range  is  prepared  and  issued.  In  this  laboratory,  too, 
the  important  diagnostic  work  is  undertaken.  Throat  swabs 
and  pathological  specimens  are  examined  in  large  numbers 
daily. 

Biological  Testing 

Biological  testing  is  of  necessity  an  important  part  of  the 
daily  routine  of  the  Institute.  The  part  taken  by  rabbits, 
guinea-pigs  and  rats  in  biological  estimations  has  been  referred 
to  in  numerous  monographs  and  addresses,  and  was  dealt  with 
in  an  article  in  our  Special  Issue  of  June  26  (pp.  729-31)  ;  it 
may  therefore  be  more  interesting  to  mention  two  of  the  most 
recent  tests  in  which  animals  are  employed.  One  of  these  is  the 
standardisation  of  post-pituitary  extract.  In  an  ingenious  piece 
of  apparatus  the  uterus  of  a  guinea-pig  is  suspended  in  physio- 
logical salt  solution  and  is  supplied  with  oxygen,  thus  simulat- 
ing the  conditions  obtaining  in  life.  The  extract  to  be  tested 
is  injected  alternately,  at  intervals,  with  quantities  of  the  stan- 
dard extract  issued  by  the  National  Research  Laboratory 
(League  of  Nations  specification).  The  uterine  contractions 
are  recorded  as  tracings  on  a  drum,  and  an  arithmetical 
calculation  does  the  rest.  The  other  test  to  which  we  refer 
is  the  Friedman  test  for  pregnancy.  Into  the  ear  of  a  rabbit 
are  injected,  with  an  interval  of  twenty-four  hours,  two 
measured  quantities  of  the  patient's  urine  ;  at  the  end  of 
forty-eight  hours  the  animal  is  killed  and  its  ovaries  are  ex- 
amined. The  difference  between  a  positive  and  a  negative  result 
is  so  obvious  at  a  glance  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  value 
of  this  test  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  pregnancy.  These  and 
other  tests  involving  physiological  principles  are  carried  on  in 
the  physiology  laboratory. 

Glandular  Products 

The  process  of  making  liver  extract  is  by  this  time  familiar 
to  most  pharmacists  and  pharmaceutical  students  ;  a  brief 
reference  to  this  product — or  rather,  trio  of  products,  as  the 
Institute  turns  out  Hepatex  and  the  two  British  Pharmacopoeia 
extracts  of  liver — will  therefore  suffice.  In  either  case  the  pro- 
cess involves  the  handling  of  tons  of  material  in  the  course  of  a 
week,  and  the  visitor  makes  a  subconscious  comparison  between 
his  impressions  in  the  cold  storage  chamber — a  miniature 
Smithfield  vault — and  those  in  one  of  the  incubating  chambers 
at  38°  C.  The  livers,  after  preliminary  treatment,  are  minced 
at  the  rate  of  40  lb.  a  minute  and  are  boiled  in  pans  each 
holding  3  cwt.;  the  liquid  is  pressed  out  and  evaporated  in 
125-gallon  stills,  and  is  stored  with  a  definite  percentage  of 
alcohol  for  six  weeks.  Sterility  is  ensured  by  passing  through 
a  Seitz  filter  ;  here,  as  elsewhere  in  handling  biological  products, 
the  unknown  animal  factor  counts  for  much,  rendering  filtra- 
tion rapid  in  some  cases  and  slow  in  others. 

While  Hepatex  and  its  allied  B.P.  products  from  liver  make 
the  biggest  claim  on  the  large-scale  plant  of  the  Institute, 


many  other  products  derived  from  glandular  organs  need  the 
same  meticulous  care,  and  each  is  regarded  as  a  separate 
problem.  Every  gland  has  to  be  scrutinised  for  condition, 
minced  and  then  dried  in  large  vacuum  ovens  each  containing 
twelve  hollow  shelves  with  thermostatic  control.  The  glands 
pass  through  a  degreaser  before  proceeding  to  conversion  into 
extract  or  tablets.  Histidine,  made  from  blood,  may  be  re- 
garded as  a  borderline  product  intermediate  between  a  glandular 
product  and  a  fine  chemical.  We  need  not  enumerate  the  wide 
range  of  glandular  products  issued  by  the  Institute,  as  they 
are  well  known  to  most  pharmacists.  The  mention  of  Hepatex, 
however,  suggests  to  our  mind  the  preparation  Colliron,  as  this 
colloidal  iron  product  is  used,  like  liver  extracts,  in  the  treat- 
ment of  anaemia.  It  is  made  in  a  department  to  itself,  in  huge 
quantities. 

Streptocide  and  Mandelic  Acid 

Attention  has  lately  been  drawn  to  the  use  of  p-nmino- 
benzenesulphonamide  in  puerperal  fever,  a  disease  which 
hitherto  has  had  a  mortality  of  about  25  per  cent.  Streptocide 
(to  use  Messrs.  Evans's  convenient  name  for  their  proprietary 
brand  of  />-aminobenzenesulphonamide)  is  an  improvement  on 
di-aminobenzenesulphonamide,  the  substance  first  tried,  in 
that  it  is  soluble,  colourless,  and  can  be  given  orally.  The 
clinical  reports  of  Streptocide  are  strikingly  favourable  and 
are  likely  to  continue  so :  we  understand  that  in  a  recent 
series  of  100  cases  there  has  not  been  one  death.  To  reduce 
the  mortality  of  any  disease  from  25  per  cent,  to  tiil  is,  clearly, 
one  of  the  most  dramatic  happenings  in  the  history  of  medicine. 
The  interesting  feature  of  this  development  is  that  the  demand 
for  Streptocide  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  as  to  necessitate 
the  erection  of  a  new  building  on  the  land  occupied  by  the 
Institute  in  order  that  this  substance  may  have  ample  room 
for  manufacture.  This  course  has  been  the  more  necessary 
in  that  during  the  process  of  manufacture  acid  fumes  are 
liberated  in  considerable  volume.  The  fine  new  building  with 
its  efficient  plant  adequately  deals  with  the  remarkable  amoiJnt 
of  Streptocide  manufactured,  and  the  special  suction  process 
of  ventilation  takes  care  of  the  fumes  and  the  health  of  the 
technicians  employed  in  this  important  department.  Much  of 
what  we  have  written  on  Streptocide  applies  to  mandelic  acid 
and  its  salts.  Here,  again,  is  a  fine  chemical  for  which  there 
has  arisen  an  unforeseen  demand  of  an  urgent  character.  The 
contrast  between  the  acrid  fumes  evolved  in  an  early  stage 
of  the  process  of  manufacture  and  the  dazzling  whiteness  of  the 
final  crystalline  product  is  startling. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  Streptocide  and  the  mandelic 
group  have  come  to  stay  in  medicine.  In  the  latest  issue  to 
hand  of  "  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  " 
(109,  13),  for  instance,  we  notice  a  monograph  by  Dr.  Henry 
F.  Helmholz,  the  final  paragraphs  of  which  include  these 
sentences:  "The  introduction  of  mandelic  acid  and  sulfanil- 
amide [/"-aminobenzenesulphonamide]  has  greatly  improved 
the  chances  of  curing  urinary  infections.  .  .  .  Sulfanilamide, 
because  of  its  ease  of  administration  and  tolerance  by  the 
stomach,  is  the  drug  of  choice,  however,  in  the  average  case, 
and  it  has  the  added  advantage  that  it  can  be  used  during 
the  acute  stage  of  the  disease." 

Other  Departments 

One  familiar  product  of  the  Institute  remains  for  notice. 
Liverpool  Virus  has  of  late  undergone  certain  improvements, 
including  a  new  pack  in  glass  containers.  The  collateral  acti- 
vities of  the  Institute  must  also  be  noticed.  Bottle-washing, 
with  the  resultant  drying  in  ovens,  occupies  a  considerable  and 
necessary  space  ;  and  the  tending  of  the  autoclaves, 
grinders,  mixers,  stills  and  so  forth  occupies  the  time  of 
special  workers.  Labelling,  packing,  assembling  and  dis- 
patching have  a  department  to  themselves  with  an  electric 
hoist  communicating  with  the  outer  world  and  in  particular 
with  the  parent  house  in  Liverpool,  to  which  there  is  constant 
service.  Finally,  analytical  control  and  research  have  each 
their  own  staffs.  Biological  products  cannot  dispense  with 
an  analytical  laboratory,  for  the  obvious  reason  that  chemical 
analysis  is  either  necessary  for  a  check  on  other  methods  of 
testing,  or  is  a  complete  testing  in  itself.  In  the  analytical 
laboratories  such  routine  estimations  as  the  alcohol  content  of 
the  products  issued  and  the  colorimetric  test  for  vitamin  A 
are  in  constant  use.  The  research  carried  on  at  the  Institute 
is  certain  to  yield  results  that  will  eventually  be  measured  in 
terms  of  human  welfare.

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Veterinary  Trade  for  Chemists 

The  chemists'  trade  in  veterinary  products  has  been  in 
the  past  mainly  confined  to  districts  where  there  were 
weekly  markets  or  areas  where  the  rearing  of  cattle  and 
stock  was  the  predominant  industry.  In  these  days, 
however,  every  chemist  is  a  potential  veterinary  chemist, 
thanks  to  the  enormous  increase  in  the  number  of  house- 
holders keeping  animals  as  pets.  This  applies  particularly  to 
dogs,  the  number  of  which  has  risen  to  a  great  extent  since 
the  War.  The  most  recent  figures  available  are  those  for 
the  year  1930-31,  when  the  number  of  licences  issued  was 
2.924,332  or  nearly  one  to  every  fifteen  members  of  the 
population.  This  huge  number  of  dogs  represents  an 
important  trade  market,  which  is  worth  attention  by 
chemists  who  are  in  the  nature  of  things  frequently  called 
upon  for  advice  in  regard  to  both  foods  and  medicines. 

Some  knowledge  of  the  anatomy  of  animals  and  the 
dosage  of  medicaments  is  essential,  and  in  this  connexion 
"  Veterinary  Counter  Practice  "  will  be  found  a  very 
real  asset  to  salesmen.  In  this  issue  a  special  section  has 
been  set  aside  for  the  benefit  of  the  veterinary  chemist. 
Much  useful  information  is  contained  in  the  articles 
entitled  "  Progress  in  Veterinary  Therapeutics,"  "  Nervous 
Disorders  of  Dogs,"  "  Shampoos  for  Dogs,"  and  "Control 
of  Sheep  Maggot  Fly."  These  articles  show  that  the  use  of 
drugs  and  chemicals  in  veterinary  practice  is  still  far  from 
being  a  "  back  number  "  and  that  the  opportunity  is  there 
for  any  chemist,  whether  in  town  or  country,  to  build  up  a 
valuable  business  although  some  manufacturers  sell  direct 
to  the  farmer  and  stock-breeder.  In  addition,  there  is  an 
increasing  number  of  animal  medicine  manufacturers  who 
not  only  cater  for  the  needs  of  the  animals  themselves,  but 
who  are  willing  to  provide  attractive  show  material  to  assist 
sales  by  the  chemist.  Furthermore,  we  have  arranged 
some  small-scale  displays  for  counter  or  shelves  and  a  full- 
sized  window  display  as  a  means  of  suggesting  ideas  for 
showing  veterinary  products.  A  guide  to  veterinary  labelling 


printed  in  this  issue  will  help  to  dispel  any  doubts.  It  is 
known  that  many  animal  diseases  to-day  are  treated 
prophylacticallv  as  well  as  curativelv  by  means  of  serological 
products.  No  chemist  can  hope  to  venture  into  this  side  of 
veterinary  treatment ;  but  as  is  the  case  in  human  beings, 
there  are  many  maladies  which  can  easily  be  treated  by  the 
use  of  preparations  to  be  obtained  over  the  chemist's 
counter,  and  it  is  in  this  direction  that  the  attention  of  the 
chemist  who  wishes  to  build  up*a  veterinary  business  should 
be  turned. 

Difficult  Trading  Conditions 

General  conditions  under  which  international  commerce 
has  been  carried  on  have  at  no  time  during  the  past  fifteen 
vears  been  easy,  but  at  no  period  has  shipment  business, 
inwards  and  outwards,  been  beset  with  so  many  difficulties 
as  is  at  present  being  experienced  by  importers  and  ex- 
porters. To  the  ever-growing  world  network  of  artificial 
barriers  to  the  free  interchange  of  goods  has  to  be  added 
national  and  international  disputes  in  countries  which 
are  normally  two  of  our  best  markets,  namely,  China  and 
Spain.  As  time  goes  on,  our  export  trade  must  inevit- 
ably rely  upon  Empire  markets,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
note  that  our  shipments  to  Commonwealth  countries  are 
steadily,  if  rather  slowly,  increasing.  The  problem  of 
importing  the  many  and  varied  raw  materials  required  for 
the  chemical  and  allied  industries  is,  peculiarly  enough, 
equally  difficult  and  even  more:  hazardous  financially. 
The  sale  of  goods  from  France  and  her  Colonies  in  francs, 
normally  a  simple  commercial  transaction,  is  now  usually 
preceded  by  protracted  negotiations. 

Shippers  may  increase  their  prices  in  francs  in  line  with 
exchange  depreciations,  but  with  the  forward  quotation 
of  the  franc  weak  Continental  exporters  are,  in  many 
instances,  preferring  to  hold  their  goods  rather  than  turn 
them  into  unstable  money.  Importers  here  have  to  bear 
in  mind  that  any  further  substantial  decline  in  the  franc 
rate  may  cause  a  decline  in  market  values. 

The  business  of  purchasing  important  products  in  the 
Far  East  is,  of  course,  being  carried  on  under  anything 
but  normal  conditions.  Shipments  from  Shanghai,  so  far  as 
crude  drugs  are  concerned,  have  practically  ceased,  with 
efforts  now  being  made  to  effect  dispatch  from  other  China 
ports.  There  has,  so  far,  been  little  or  no  interference  with 
shipments  of  goods  from  Japanese  ports,  but  recent  reports 
indicate  that  the  present  restricted  number  of  cargo 
steamers  available  may  be  further  severely  depleted.  Our 
trade  with  Spain  has  long  since  dwindled  to  a  level  of 
negligible  importance,  so  far  as  imports  of  crude  drugs  and 
essentials  are  concerned. 

Seychelles  Patchouli  Oil 

The  Department  of  Agriculture,  Seychelles,  has  issued  the  fol- 
lowing standard  test  with  which  all  Seychelles  patchouli  oil 
is  required  to  conform  before  the  department  will  issue  a 
"certificate  of  standard  quality."  Without  this  certificate 
the  oil  cannot  be  exported.

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Veterinary  Window  Display 


The  display  is  so  constructed  that  the  preparations  for  iJogs 
and  cats  form  practically  a  self-contained  display  at  the  right 
of  the  main  setting.  For  the  most  part,  the  main  section  of 
the  window  is  devoted  to  cattle  and  horses  ;  preparations  for 
pigs  and  poultry,  being  relatively  few  in  number,  are  grouped 


on  a  single  glass  oval.  There  is  a  special  place  for  rat  poisons, 
for  which  farmers  and  stockowners  are  important  customers. 
Disinfectants  have  been  omitted,  as  conflicting  with  the  food 
preparations  shown  and  as  deserving  a  separate  display. 
Further  notes  on  veterinary  display  appear  on  page  430. 
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Nervous  Disorders  in  Dogs 


THOUGH  it  is  no  new  trouble,  as  gunshy  dogs  have  been 
recognised  for  many  years,  the  dog  at  the  present 
time  seems  to  suffer  from  nervous  complications  after 
distemper  and  other  nervous  complaints  more  and  more  every 
year.  It  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  have  to  supply  nerve 
tablets  as  Guy  Fawkes  Day  approaches,  and  generally  a  few 
bromide  tablets  are  all  that  are  needed.  A  more  recent  trouble 
that  one  is  occasionally  asked  to  prescribe  some  remedy  for  is 
motor  sickness.  A  long  motor  journey  will  upset  susceptible 
dogs  and  bring  on  emesis,  but  a  capsule  or  two  of  chlorbutol 
in  two  and  a  half  grain  doses  just  before  and  during  the  trip 
will  generally  prevent  sickness.  For  the  ordinary  dog  that  is 
scared  of  thunder,  back-fire  of  a  motor,  or  other  sudden  noises, 
there  is  no  remedy  that  can  be  prescribed  that  will  have  a 
lasting  effect. 

Chorea 

or  St.  Vitus'  dance  shows  itself  after  an  attack  of  distemper, 
and  can  be  easily  recognised  by  the  permanent  twitching  of  a 
certain  set  of  muscles.  Even  when  the  animal  is  asleep  this 
twitching  can  still  be  noticed.  In  mild  attacks  affecting  only 
one  set  of  muscles  it  does  not  unduly  worry  the  dog,  as  it  is 
not  painful  and  will  not  cause  any  ill  health.  Chorea  may  be 
said  always  to  be  a  sequel  of  distemper,  and  once  established 
it  is  chronic  and  seldom  cured,  though  it  may  vary  at  times 
The  dog  soon  learns  to  control  or  adjust  itself  to  the  irregular 
muscular  movements. 

Treatment 

is  as  a  rule  only  palliative  and  seldom  curative,  but  a  course  of 
zinc  valerianate  in  one-grain  doses  two  or  three  times  dailv 
should  be  tried,  or  small  doses  of  arsenic,  while  recently  para- 


thyroid gland  in  tablet  form  has  been  tried,  and  at  times  one 
of  these  may  benefit  the  dog  greatly.  A  mixture  of  bromide, 
odourless  extract  of  valerian  and  extract  of  mistletoe  is  some- 
times prescribed. 

Epilepsy 

must  be  differentiated  from  teething  convulsions  in  puppies- 
and  hysteria,  as  the  symptoms  are  similar.  Epilepsy  occurs 
after  distemper,  and  it  is  only  in  mild  cases  that  the  animal 
recovers,  usually  leaving  a  tendency  to  further  attacks  in  the 
future.  Epilepsy  occurs  in  middle  life  from  no  apparent  cause 
except  there  may  be  some  hereditary  taint.  Should  epilepsy 
attack  very  old  dogs,  it  is  a  sign  of  quick  breaking  up,  and 
generally  ends  fatally  in  a  short  time.  When  it  occurs  at  any 
age,  effort  should  be  made  to  find  some  exciting  factor,  such 
as  intestinal  parasites,  excessive  nervousness  or  excitement, 
o3strum,  falls,  severe  injury  to  the  head  in  past  accidents  or 
distemper.  At  first  one  cannot  tell  if  the  fits  wUl  disappear 
or  become  chronic,  so  prognosis  must  be  suspended  until  the 
"  nerve  storm  "  is  over,  as  the  dog  may  not  be  troubled  again 
or  only  after  indefinite  intervals. 

Treatment 

It  any  exciting  factor  is  discovered,  attend  to  it  and  then 
continue  with  a  course  of  bromides,  varying  it  with  compound 
bromide  tablets ;  or  an  alkaline  bromide  mixture  with  liq. 
arsenicalis.  Owing  to  the  irregular  intervals,  often  many 
months,  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  treatment, 
and  also  few  owners  are  willing  to  dose  a  patient  for  months 
if  no  more  seizures  occur,  though  it  is  usual  to  advise  bromides 
for  a  month  after  the  last  fit  or  a  short  course  if  any  undue 
excitement  is  noted. 


Shampoos 

OWNERS  of  pets,  and  in  particular  of  dogs,  now  expend 
a  deal  of  time  and  money  upon  the  welfare  of  their 
animals.  Hence  veterinary  medicines  and  toilet 
preparations  have  a  much  wider  sale  than  previously,  and  the 
pharmacist  should  be  able  to  reap  a  fair  share  of  profit  resulting 
from  this  increased  demand.  Of  the  toilet  articles  intended 
for  dogs  perhaps  shampoos  have  the  widest  appeal,  since  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  results  of  a  good  shampoo  as  evidenced 
by  the  appearance  of  the  animal's  coat,  are  very  gratifying 
to  the  owner  and,  one  may  suppose,  to  the  dog  itself.  As 
with  shampoos  intended  for  human  application,  dog  shampoos 
have  been  much  improved  by  the  incorporation  or  substitution 
of  the  newer  shampoo  materials,  but  the  older  type  of  product 
is  still  in  demand.  The  time-tried  liquid  soapy  shampoo  is 
still  a  useful  adjunct  in  its  best  form  and  consists  of  a  solution 
of  soft  soap  in  spirit  with  suitable  addition  of  distilled  water, 
perfume  and  colour.  The  following  is  a  typical  formula,  and 
others,  readily  adaptable  for  veterinary  use,  are  given  in 
"Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  Vol.  II:  —

Dry,  non-soapy  shampoos  are  also  still  in  vogue,  and  are 
stimulating  and  cooling  for  the  dog  in  virtue  of  the  large 
proportion  of  spirit  they  contain.

for  Dogs 

These  soapy  shampoos  in  contact  with  hard  water  jdeld  a 
typical  "  scum  "  of  calcium  soap,  which  in  many  cases  adheres 
to  the  dog's  coat  and  defies  removal  by  rinsing.  Irritation 
may  thus  be  caused,  therefore  the  use  of  a  shampoo  upon 
which  hard  water  has  no  action  is  much  to  be  preferred.  The 
preparation  of  such  a  shampoo  in  powder  and  liquid  form  is 
possible  by  the  use  of  lauryl  sodium  sulphate  and  its  deriva- 
tives. This  substance  forms  no  calcium  soap  with  water  and 
hence  no  "  scum."  It  is,  of  course,  the  chief  ingredient  in 
many  soapless  shampoos  now  very  popular  for  human  use. 
The  following  formula  indicates  the  general  composition  of 
soapless  shampoo  powders  for  dogs  :  —

The  shampoo  is  packed  into  powders  of  suitable  size,  the 
weight  in  each  depending  upon  the  size  of  the  dog.  About 
^  oz.  is  sufficient  for  a  small  dog.  The  method  of  use  is  to 
dissolve  the  powder  in  a  little  hot  water.  The  coat  is  wet 
thoroughly  with  warm  or  hot  water  and  a  little  of  the  solution 
well  rubbed  over  it,  and  the  coat  then  rinsed.  The  remainder 
of  the  shampoo  solution  is  distributed  over  the  coat  and 
shampooing  continued.  A  copious  foam,  rich  in  cleansing 
properties,  is  produced  which  may  be  easily  washed  off,  leaving 
no  deposit. 

The  following  is  a  formula  for  a  liquid  soapless  shampoo 
which  is  prepared  from  the  triethanolamine  derivative  of 
sulphonated  lorol,  known  as  sulphonated  lorol  T.E.  The 
action  and  use  are  the  same  as  described  for  the  powder,  except, 
of  course,  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  prepare  the  initial  solution 
before  application  ;  — •

Perfume  and  colour  as  desired. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  these  new  soapless  shampoos  are  a 
great  improvement  upon  the  old  soapy  type  and,  from  a  point 
of  view  of  increased  efficiency  and  non-formation  of  "  scum," 
are  well  worth  any  slight  increase  in  cost. 
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Progress  in  Veterinary  Therapeutics 


AT  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Veterinary  Medical  Association  of 
Ireland  and  the  North  of  Ireland  Veterinary  Medical 
■  Association,  Professor  T.  G.  Brown,  M.R.C.V.S.,  gave 
an  address  on  ' '  Some  Recent  Advances  in  Veterinary  Thera- 
peutics and  Diagnosis  of  Special  Interest  to  the  Practitioner." 
The  paper  and  the  discussion  were  published  in  "  The 
Veterinary  Record  "  (August  7,  1937)  and  an  abstract  is  given 
below :  — 

Staphylococcal  and  Streptococcal  Infections 

Toxoids  and  antitoxic  &eyums. — It  is  now  realised  that  staphy- 
lococcus immunity  is  antitoxic  rather  than  antibacterial  in 
nature,  the  immunity  being  derived  chiefly  by  the  production 
of  antitoxin.  This  has  enabled  recent  workers  to  prepare  anti- 
toxic serums  and  toxoids  for  the  treatment  of  conditions  due 
to  these  organisms.  Staphylococcus  toxoids  are  simply  modified 
toxins  prepared  in  the  same  ma:iner  as  tetanus  toxoids  by 
adding  a  low  concentration  of  formalin  to  the  toxic  filtrate  of 
the  organism.  Excellent  results  have  recently  been  recorded 
from  the  use  of  toxoids  in  chronic  or  subacute  staphylococcal 
conditions  in  man.  An  opportunity  for  an  extended  trial  on 
animal  infections,  due  to  staphylococci,  has  not  yet  presented 
itself,  but  it  holds  out  very  encouraging  possibilities  for  the 
treatment  of  such  conditions  in  animals  as  quittor,  fistulous 
withers,  poll-evil,  follicular  mange,  and  interdigital  abscesses 
in  dogs,  some  forms  of  mastitis,  and  so  forth. 

Prontosil. — In  veterinary  therapeutics  prontosil  has  so  far 
been  shown  to  be  active  only  against  the  Streptococcus 
pyogenes,  while  its  action  against  certain  other  streptococci  is 
still  uncertain.  Its  full  range  of  action  is  still  unknown,  so  that 
there  is  no  proof  at  the  moment  that  this  agent  will  prove 
successful  in  the  treatment  of  streptococcal  infections  in  animals 
except  in  those  rare  cases  of  bovine  mastitis  which  are  due  to 
the  Streptococcus  pyogenes  implanted  from  human  sources. 

Entozon. — Many  well-known  practitioners  have  recorded 
very  successful  results  with  entozon  in  the  treatment  of  metritis 
and  mastitis  due  to  streptococcal  infections.  In  metritis  in  the 
cow  and  mare  the  uterus  is  irrigated  with  a  solution  of  i  in  500 
to  I  in  1,200  as  in  the  well-known  iodine  treatment.  The  same 
strength  or  a  slightly  weaker  solution  is  used  in  the  treatment 
of  mastitis  in  the  cow  by  infusion  into  tlie  teat  canal.  It  is 
also  recommended  for  the  treatment  of  wounds.  This  agent 
is  an  acridine  derivative. 

Non-specific  protein  therapy. — Encouraging  results  have 
been  recorded  in  treatment  of  secondary  infection  of  follicular 
mange  in  dogs  by  the  injection  of  a  preparation  called  anti- 
bacsyn,  which  contains  chiefly  ox  serum  euglobin.  Three  in- 
jections, each  of  2  c.c,  are  given  at  intervals  of  three  days. 
This  treatment  is  used  in  conjunction  with  the  ordinary  mange 
dressings  for  the  destruction  of  the  parasites  on  the  skin. 
Several  clinicians  have  recently  claimed  highly  successful  results 
in  the  treatment  of  some  acute  febrile  conditions  due  to  un- 
known organisms  which  are  not  susceptible  to  specific  treat- 
ment, such  as  pneumonia,  strangles,  equine  influenza,  the 
complications  of  distemper,  and  others.  It  is  best  administered 
intramuscularly.  Good  results  have  been  recorded  in  France 
and  in  this  country  in  the  treatment  of  septic  open  joint  in  the 
horse  by  the  injection  into  the  joint  of  a  quantity  of  milk- 
whey,  prepared  from  milk  by  the  addition  of  rennet. 

Blood-calcium  Deficiency  Diseases 

Milk  fever  or  parturient  paralysis. — Udder  inflation  treat- 
ment for  milk  fever  is  rapidly  giving  way  to  the  more  scientific 
method  of  calcium  therapy.  The  reduced  blood  calcium  can  be 
restored  by  the  subcutaneous  injection  of  calcium  boro- 
gluconate,  and  this  has  proved  an  effective  remedy  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  condition.  The  following  formula  is  that  generally 
in  use:  calcium  gluconate  2  oz.,  boric  acid  3  dr.,  water  12  oz. 
The  mixture  is  boiled  and  after  cooling  is  injected  sub- 
cutaneously,  at  three  or  four  points.  In  the  case  of  highly 
susceptible  cows  this  treatment  may  be  adopted  as  a  pre- 
ventive on  one  or  more  occasions  within  the  first  few  days  after 
calving. 

Lambing  sickness  in  ewes. — This  condition  simulates  milk 
fever,  aflecting  ewes,  usually  during  lactation.    It  is  not,  how- 


ever, so  closely  related  to  parturition  as  milk  fever  in  the 
cow,  since  it  may  occur  several  days  before  or  several  weeks 
after  parturition.  It  readily  responds  to  mammary  inflation 
or  calcium  therapy  as  in  the  case  of  milk  fever. 

Hypocalcaemia  in  pigs  and  dogs. — Conditions  resembling  milk 
fever,  commonly  called  parturient  eclampsia,  are  met  with  in 
sows  and  bitches,  usually  during  lactation.  They  appear  to  be 
fairly  common  in  the  sow.  These  conditions  readily  respond 
to  calcium  therapy,  indicating  that  they  are  associated  with 
diminished  calcium  content  in  the  blood. 

There  is  a  condition  in  young  pigs,  particularly  those  which 
are  rapidly  growing.  The  symptoms  are  associated  with  feed- 
ing and  are  seen  either  as  muscle  stiffness  or  latent  tetany, 
or  as  convulsions  (manifest  tetany).  The  blood  calcium  is 
markedly  reduced,  being  only  about  6  mg.  per  cent,  instead 
of  the  normal  10  mg.  These  cases  respond  readily  to  calcium 
therapy.  When  these  cases  occur  chalk  and  milk  should  be 
added  to  the  ration. 

Impaction  and  constipation  in  milking  cows. — In  these  cases 
the  blood  calcium  concentration  is  below  normal  and  it  is 
known  that  a  lowered  blood  calcium  is  associated  with  paresis 
of  the  alimentary  tract  ;  consequently,  the  injection  of  calcium 
in  such  cases  is  followed  by  the  resumption  of  peristalsis. 

Grass  tetany  or  lactation  tetany  or  grass  staggers. — This  is 
a  condition  which  may  be  readily  mistaken  for  milk  fever, 
which  it  closely  resembles  in  its  clinical  manifestations.  It 
is  associated  with  a  marked  fall  in  the  blood  magnesium.  This 
condition  is  not  closely  associated  with  calving  time. 
Milk  fever,  on  the  other  hand,  usually  occurs  shortly  after 
calving.  Magnesium  therapy  does  not  appear  to  be  an 
effective  remedy  in  the  treatment  of  this  condition.  Magne- 
sium lactate  combined  with  calcium  gluconate  has  been  tried 
but  with  disappointing  results.  It  may  thus  be  that  the 
magnesium  deficiency  is  not  a  causal  factor  in  the  condition, 
but  may  occur  simply  under  the  same  conditions  or  factors 
as  those  which  produce  the  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

Equine  transit  tetany. — This  is  a  condition  first  described  as 
affecting  Welsh  ponies  of  both  sexes,  but  usually  suckling 
mares  which  had  just  completed  a  railway  journey  under 
cramped  conditions,  and  is  distinguished  from  tetanus  by  the 
suddenness  of  the  onset,  the  history  and  the  absence  of  pro- 
trusion of  the  membrana  nictitans.  Regarding  treatment, 
satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  with  calcium  therapy 
as  for  milk  fever. 

Biological  Products 

Many  of  these  substances  have  been  prepared  and  put  on 
the  market,  and  the  discovery  of  two  of  them  has  been  gener- 
ally recognised  as  the  two  outstanding  achievements  in  medical 
science  within  recent  years,  namely,  insulin  and  liver  extract. 
Other  biochemical  preparations  are  adrenalin,  pituitrin,  thyroid 
extract  and  several  others  not  so  well  known,  such  as  acetyl- 
choline, prolan,  and  other  sexual  hormones.  Most  of  these 
are  well  established  in  veterinary  practice,  but  prolan,  acetyl- 
choline and  insulin  have  only  recently  been  introduced  into 
this  field.    Prolan  is  described  under  "  Sterility." 

Insulin  in  the  treatment  of  Myoglobinuria  {"  Azoturia  ")  in 
the  horse. — The  successful  use  of  insulin  in  the  treatment  of 
equine  myoglobinuria  (azoturia)  was  recorded  in  Germany 
about  three  years  ago,  and  since  that  time  several  clinicians 
have  used  this  agent  with  striking  success  in  this  disease.  The 
treatment  is  based  on  the  biochemical  findings  that  the  blood 
contains  an  excess  of  sugar  (hyperglycaemia)  together  with  an 
increase  in  the  phosphate  and  creatinin  and  only  a  very  slight 
increase  in  the  lactic  acid,  presumably  due  to  the  animal 
having  received  a  diet  rich  in  sugar  during  its  period  of  rest 
prior  to  the  onset  of  the  symptoms. 

Acetylcholine. — Acetylcholine  is  normally  present  in  the 
bowel  as  the  result  of  decomposition  of  bile  in  the  large 
intestine  into  glycero-phosphoric  acid  and  choline,  the  latter 
being  converted  into  acetylcholine  ;  but  this  substance  is  also 
produced  in  the  tissues  themselves.  It  is  essential  for  intestinal 
peristalsis  and  some  authorities  believe  that  paralysis  of  the 
intestine  is  due  to  an  insufficient  supply  of  this  substance.  It 
has  therefore  been  used  recently  in  the  treatment  of  colic  in 
the  horse  due  to  impaction  resulting  from  reduced  peristaltic 
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action.  Good  results  have  been  recorded  from  its  use.  Small 
doses  of  7^  grains  are  given  subcutaneously  or  intramuscularly 
at  short  intervals  until  peristalsis  reappears,  or  a  single  large 
dose  of  r5  to  i8  grains  may  be  given.  Occasionally  toxic 
symptoms  may  appear  in  the  form  of  muscular  tremors,  but 
these  soon  pass  off.  It  is  suggested  that  its  action  might  be 
increased  by  the  addition  of  a  small  dose  of  eserine. 

Diagnosis  of  pregnancy . — About  six  years  ago  a  biological 
test  for  the  diagnosis  of  pregnancy  in  the  mare  was  introduced. 
It  was  popularised  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  by  the  excellent 
work  of  Miller.  Two  methods  were  at  first  adopted,  one  based 
on  the  presence  of  a  gonad-stimulating  hormone  (prolan)  in 
the  blood  serum  and  the  other  based  on  the  presence  of  a 
hormone  called  oestrone  in  the  urine  of  pregnant  mares.  The 
latter  method  has  proved  the  more  practicable  and  is  now 
adopted  almost  solely.  Usually  a  diagnosis  can  be  made  about 
the  sixtieth  to  the  sixty-fifth  day  after  conception,  but  in  some 
cases  it  can  be  made  as  early  as  the  forty-second  day.  It  is 
well  to  emphasise  that  it  is  not  loo  per  cent,  reliable,  par- 
ticularly on  the  positive  side.  On  the  negative  side  it  appears 
to  be  as  near  perfection  as  it  is  possible  for  any  biological 
test  to  be.  In  animals  other  than  the  mare  the  biological  test 
for  pregnancy  has  not  proved  to  be  of  practical  value. 

The  administration  of  drugs  to  ruminants  in  the  treatment 
of  parasitic  gastro-enteritis. — A  mixture  containing  sodium 
arsenite  and  copper  sulphate  has  until  recently  been  considered 
the  most  efficient  agent  for  the  treatment  of  parasitic  gastro- 
enteritis in  ruminants,  particularly  in  sheep,  but  this  has 
recently  been  superseded  by  a  mixture  of  copper  sulphate  and 
nicotine  sulphate.  This  latter  mixture  is  made  up  as  follows : 
5  per  cent,  copper  sulphate,  5  per  cent,  nicotine  sulphate 
(40  per  cent.).  The  dose  ranges  from  one  ounce  for  large 
sheep  to  i  oz.  for  three-months-old  lambs.  Correspondingly 
larger  doses  are  used  for  cattle.  Much  work  has  recently  been 
done  with  the  object  of  finding  a  method  of  administering 
drugs  which  would  ensure  their  direct  passage  to  the  fourth 
stomach  and  intestine  and  thus  avoid  dilution  of  these  agents 
in  the  rumen.  It  has  been  found  that  the  reflex  closure  of 
the  oesophageal  groove  is  initiated  in  the  pharynx  and  anterior 
part  of  the  oesophagus  and  that  the  best  agent  for  stimulating 
this  reflex  is  an  astringent  salt,  particularly  copper  sulphate 
in  from  5  to  10  per  cent,  solutions.  The  reflex  is  established 
immediately  after  this  agent  touches  the  pharynx,  so  that 
the  stomach  tube  should  not  be  used  in  administering  these 
drags.  The  groove  remains  closed  for  only  about  15  seconds 
after  stimulation  of  the  pharynx,  thus  the  drug  to  be  used 
should  be  administered  immediately  after  the  copper  sulphate 
reaches  the  pharynx.  The  procedure,  therefore,  in  drenching 
ruminants  for  the  treatment  of  parasitic  gastro-enteritis,  where 
It  is  essential  that  the  drug  should  escape  dilution  in  the  rumen, 
should  be  as  follows:  First  administer  5  to  10  c.c.  of  a  5  to  10 
per  cent,  solution  of  copper  sulphate  in  order  to  stimulate 
closure  of  the  oesophageal  groove  and  then  immediately  (within 
15  seconds)  administer  the  drug. 

Anatmia  of  suckling  pigs.—Auxmia  of  suckling  pigs  is  a 
name  descriptive  of  one  of  the  principal  diseases  of  young  pigs 
all  over  the  world.  The  condition  can  be  prevented  or  cured 
by  allowing  the  pigs  out  of  doors  and  thus  giving  them  access 
to  soil,  pasture,  or  cinders  or  grass,  or  by  placing  soil  or  grass 
sod  in  the  pens  or  by  adding  a  solution  of  o.i  per  cent,  ferrous 
sulphate  to  the  feed  of  the  young  animals.  For  the  first  four 
weeks,  however — that  is,  before  the  young  animals  begin  to 
feed — a  solution  of  about  16  per  cent,  ferrous  sulphate  mixed 
with  an  equal  quantity  of  treacle  or  syrup  should  be  applied 
to  the  udders  of  the  sows  three  times  daily.  Ordinary  com- 
mercial ferrous  sulphate  or  ferric  oxide  contains  a  trace  of 
copper,  so  that  the  administration  of  ferrous  sulphate  or  ferric 
oxide  to  the  young  animals  will  supply  the  iron  and  copper 
necessary  for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  anaemia.  The  iron 
content  of  the  sow's  milk  cannot  be  increased  by  the 
administration  of  iron  to  the  sow. 

Pine  in  cattle  and  sheep. — Pine  is  a  condition  in  young 
cattle  and  sheep  which  would  appear  to  be  due  chiefly  to  an 
iron  deficiency  ;  and  a  lack  of  copper  may  also  be  partly 
responsible.  It  has  been  proved  conclusively  that  the  adminis- 
tration of  ferric  oxide  is  effective  both  in  curing  and  in  prevent- 
ing this  condition. 

Treatment  of  redwater. — In  veterinary  therapeutics  the  dis- 
covery of  acaprin,  a  urea  derivative,  would  seem  to  mark  an 
advance  on  anything  hitherto  available  for  the  treatment  of 
piroplasmosis  of  animals.  It  may  be  given  subcutaneously, 
intramuicularly  or  orally.    Toxic  effects  have  been  noted  in  a 


small  proportion  of  cases  within  15  to  30  minutes  after  in- 
jection, but  these  usually  pass  off  within  an  hour  or  two. 
These  toxic  effects  can  be  counteracted  by  the  subcutaneous 
injection  of  a  compound  of  adrenalin  called  "  rephrin,"  or  of 
adrenalin  itself,  so  that  this  agent  shouM  always  be  at  hand 
when  using  acaprin. 

Pregnancy  toxcemia  or  in-lamb  ewe  disease.— This  is  a  con- 
dition affecting  in-lamb  ewes,  generally  ewes  carrying  twin 
lambs.  When  outbreaks  occur  the  ewes  should  be  kept  on  a 
sparse,  concentrated  ration  for  about  six  weeks  before  lambing 
and  given  about  a  mile  or  so  walking  exercise  daily.  Affected 
animals  should  be  treated  with  glucose  and  given  an  injection 
of  calcium  boro-gluconate,  and  attempts  should  be  made  to 
induce  abortion. 

Hcenwrrhagic  enteritis  in  dogs. — This  condition  is  most 
commonly  met  with  in  greyhounds  and  is  frequently  respon- 
sible for  a  high  mortality.  The  intravenous  injection  of  a  weak 
solution  of  formaldehyde  has  proved  to  be  an  effective  remedy. 
The  dose  is  i  to  i^-  oz.  of  a  2  per  cent,  solution. 

Bovine  Mastitis. — The  most  important  advance  which  has 
been  made  within  recent  years  regarding  mastitis  is  the  dis- 
covery that  in  outbreaks  of  contagious  mastitis  due  to  the 
Streptococcus  agalacticB  many  cows  in  the  infected  herd  are 
carriers  of  the  infection.  Many  practitioners  claim  that 
chemotherapy  is  a  very  useful  adjunct  in  the  control  of 
this  disease.  They  recommend  infusion  of  the  gland  through 
the  teat  canal  with  weak  antiseptics.  Steck,  in  Switzerland, 
has  carried  out  many  experiments  in  this  connexion  and  he 
coticluded  that  trypaflavine,  o.i  in  1,000  to  0.6  in  1,000,  or 
entozon,  i  in  500  to  i  in  1,500,  are  the  most  effective.  These 
solutions  are  made  up  with  boiled  water  and  infused  at  blood 
heat.  In  this  connexion  it  is  important  to  remember  that  the 
gland  is  very  sensitive,  particularly  its  upper  portion,  so  that 
harm  may  be  done  by  using  solutions  which  are  of  too  high 
concentration.  In  cases  of  mastitis  due  to  staphylococci  the 
recently  introduced  toxoid  and  serum  therapy  holds  out  some 
hope  of  success. 

Sterility. — The  normal  production  of  sexual  hormones  and 
the  consequent  fertility  may  be  adversely  affected  by  a  number 
of  factors.  These  include :  Over-fat  condition  ;  confinement  ; 
delayed  breeding,  as  when  young  animals  are  not  permitted 
to  breed  for  a  long  time  ;  high  milk  yield  ;  adverse  climatic 
conditions  ;  serious  febrile  or  constitutional  disease  ;  diet  which 
is  inadequate  in  both  quality  and  quantity,  such  as  deficiency 
in  mineral  salts,  especially  phosphates,  and  also  deficiency  of 
vitamins,  particularly  vitamin  E.  If  any  of  these  adverse 
factors  should  be  suspected  it  should  be  corrected.  There  is 
little  doubt  that  faulty  nutrition  and  environment  are  account- 
able cither  directly  or  indirectly  for  a  much  greater  proportion 
of  cases  of  barrenness  in  dairy  cows  and  possibly  in  mares 
than  is  generally  recognised.  Prolan  (anterior  pituitary 
extract)  has  been  recommended  for  the  treatment  of  sterility 
in  the  mare  and  cow  where  there  is  any  disturbance  of  the 
oestral  cycle  such  as  silent  heat  or  feeble  oestrus.  The  dose  is 
125  to  250  rat  units  injected  subcutaneously,  and  it  should  be 
repeated  only  after  a  period  corresponding  to  the  entire  cestral 
cycle  has  elapsed.  Prolan  has  been  recommended  also  for  the 
treatment  of  impotency  in  male  animals.  Some  authorities 
claim  very  good  results  in  the  treatment  of  some  barren  mares 
by  the  administration  of  thyroid  tablets,  7  to  10  grains  being 
given  daily  for  a  period  in  order  to  promote  oestrus. 

In  cases  where  there  is  a  suspected  vitamin  E  deficiency  due 
to  lack  of  green  food,  very  encouraging  results  have  been 
claimed  by  many  authorities  in  Great  Britain  and  elsewhere 
by  the  administration  of  wheat  germ  oil.  This  is  injected 
subcutaneously  or  intramuscularly.  The  usual  dose  is  20  c.c. 
to  40  c.c.  given  on  three  occasions  before  and  three  after  service 
at  intervals  of  seven  days.  The  most  common  cause  of 
sterility  in  the  mare  and  cow  is  endometritis  caused  by 
infection  which  frequently  follows  parturition.  In  such  cases 
the  uterus  should  be  irrigated  at  intervals  of  a  few  days  with 
weak  antiseptics.  Nielsen's  iodine  treatment,  using  i  in  500 
to  I  in  1,000  solution  of  iodine,  has  up  to  the  present  been 
the  most  popular  for  this  purpose,  but  recently  many  authori- 
ties have  claimed  better  results  from  the  use  of  entozon  in 
streptococcal  infections,  i  in  500  to  i  in  1,000  solutions. 
Some  clinicians  have  used  euflavine  with  considerable  success 
in  treating  metritis.  Outbreaks  of  early  abortion  in  cows  due 
to  a  protozoan  called  a  trichomonas  have  been  recorded 
in  many  countries.  The  most  successful  form  of  treatment  in 
connexion  with  these  outbreaks  was  irrigation  with  3  to  5  per 
cent,  lactic  acid. 
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Control  of  Sheep  Maggot  Fly 


A  N  account  of  the  research  problems  which  have  been 
/\  carried  out  in  Scotland  since  1933  in  the  chemical  con- 
X  X  trol  of  sheep  maggot  fly  or  sheep  blowfly  is  given 
by  Walter  Moore  in  "  The  Scottish  Journal  of  Agriculture  " 
(1937.  XX,  3).  The  causes  of  strike  are  given  as  (i)  soiling 
of  the  fleece  by  faeces  and  urine,  (2)  foot-rot,  (3)  wool-rot, 
{4)  rabbits,  (5)  wounds  and  sores,  (6)  unhygienic  and  improper 
dipping.  A  summary  of  the  causes  of  s.trike  in  179  sheep  out 
of  a  flock  of  620,  over  a  period  of  six  weeks  during  the  months 
of  June  and  July  1935,  is  shown  below:-

The  chief  reasons  why  present  methods  of  dipping  fail  to 
control  strike  may  be  summarised  as  follows :  — 

(a)  All  the  common  dips  are  water  soluble  and  are  therefore 
readily  washed  o£E  the  fleece  by  rain.  A  number  of  sheep  were 
dipped  in  a  bath,  the  dip  in  which  contained  colouring  matter. 
All  the  colounng  matter  was  washed  off  the  wool  within  fourteen 
days.  In  some  cases  heavy  rain  washed  off  the  dip  in  from  four 
to  six  days.  Chemical  tests  made  upon  the  outside  layers  of 
the  fleece  failed  to  show  the  presence  of  arsenical  dip  fifteen 
days  after  dipping.  This  removal  of  the  antiseptic  allows 
bacterial  decomposition  to  proceed,  and  it  is  accelerated  by 
the  introduction  into  the  fleece  of  putrefying  matter, 

ib)  Under  some  conditions  the  dip  does  not  penetrate  to  the 
skin,  but  only  wets  the  outside  layer  of  the  fleece.  This  is 
partly  due  to  insufficient  time  of  immersion  in  the  dipping  bath 
and  partly  to  deficiencies  in  wetting  and  penetrating  powers 
of  the  dipping  solution.  Although  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture's 
Regulations  for  dipping  state  that  sheep  must  be  immersed  in 
the  dipping  solution  for  one  minute,  this  regulation  is  rarely 
carried  out  in  practice. 

The  investigation  into  chemical  treatment  with  a  view  to 
preventing  strike  was  conducted  along  the  following  lines:- — 
(i)  Preparation  of  a  dip  possessing  properties  which  could  pre- 
vent strike ;  (2)  determination  of  methods  of  applying  the 
solution  to  the  fleece  ;  (3)  preparation  of  a  dressing  for  treat- 
ment of  struck  sheep  ;  (4)  treatment  for  foot-rot. 

Requirements  of  a  Dip 

The  requirements  of  a  dip  to  combat  sheep  maggot  fly 
are: — (a)  Persistence  on  the  wool  for  a  long  time  and  resistance 
to  being  washed  off  by  rain  ;  (b)  high  antiseptic  properties  to 
prevent  bacterial  activity  in  the  fleece  ;  (c)  definite  fly-repellent 
properties ;  {d)  power  of  penetrating  and  wetting  the  fleece 
rapidly ;  («)  it  should  mix  readily  with  water  to  form  a  stable 
emulsion ;  (/)  it  must  not  stain  the  wool  ;  (g)  cheapness  to 
make  it  a  commercial  proposition. 

Before  the  experimental  dip  was  evolved  a  number  of  sub- 
stances had  to  be  tried  out,  particularly  as  regards  (a)  persis- 
tence, (fc)  antiseptic  properties,  (c)  repellent  properties,  (d)  pene- 
tration, wetting  and  stability,  (e)  staining.  The  dip  finally 
adopted  as  the  most  satisfactory  had  the  following  composition :

To  66  parts  by  volume  of  this  mixture  add  oleum  picis 
(rectified)  4  parts  by  volume  and  Whitcol  J.  30  parts  by 
volume. 

The  mineral  oil,  Cresylic  acid,  and  wool  grease  are  mixed 
together  in  a  boiler  and  warmed  gently,  at  the  same  time  being 
stirred,  until  the  wool  grease  is  dissolved.  The  paradichloroben- 
zene is  then  added  while  the  mixture  is  still  warm,  about 
60-70°  C,  and  stirred  at  intervals  until  dissolved.    The  mixture

is  allowed  to  cool,  and  then  to  66  parts  by  volume  of  this, 
oily  solution  must  be  added  4  parts  by  volume  oleum  picis. 
(rectified)  and  30  parts  by  volume  of  Whitcol  J.  and  the  mix- 
ture gently  stirred.  For  use,  one  part  of  this  mixture  is  diluted 
with  fort}'  parts  of  water.  This  formula  does  not  comply 
exactly  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture's  requirements,  because 
cresylic  acid  is  substituted  for  ordinary  tar  oils.  The  percen- 
tage of  cresylic  acid  is  higher  than  the  percentage  of  tar  acids 
required,  but  the  mixture  is  deficient  in  tar  oils.  It  is  not  ad- 
visable to  increase 
the  percentage  of 
cresylic  acid  above 
0.5  per  cent.,  as  the 
great  increase  in 
wetting  power  olj- 
tained  in  this  emul- 
sion will  damage  the 
sheep.  For  applying 
the  dip  an  ordinary 
hand  sprayer  was 
used  at  first,  but 
subseqiuently  t  h  c 
apparatus  i  1 1  u  s- 
trated,  which  was 
devised  by  Mr.  R. 
Edminson,  chemical 
engineer,  Perth. 
The  general  impres- 
sion gained  on  so 
short  an  experimen- 
tal period  is  that  the 
oil  emulsion  is  a 
definite  advance  on 
the  water  soluble 
dips,  in  that  it  is  not  so  readily  washed  off  by  rain.  For 
treating  cases  where  wool-rot  is  the  prime  cause  of  strike, 
it  has  definite  advantages,  and  it  appears  that  if  properly 
applied  it  will  greatly  reduce  the  incidence  of  strike.  Further 
work  remains  to  be  done,  and  more  promising  aspects  of 
approach  are  now  opening  out  from  the  experience  gained  by 
last  season's  work.  The  contamination  of  the  dipping  solution 
by  faeces  still  remains  a  problem  of  ordinary  dipping,  and 
little  progress  can  be  made  until  this  is  overcome. 

Blowfly  Dressing 

The  search  for  an  effective  dressing  for  a  sheep  that  has 
been  struck  by  the  fly  was  an  important  part  of  the  investiga- 
tion. Since  it  is  almost  impossible  to  obtain  complete  preven- 
tion of  strike,  a  certain  number  of  sheep  will  always  require 
treatment  for  maggot  infestation.  A  blowfly  dressing  must 
(«)  either  kill  the  maggots  or  make  them  fall  off  the  sheep; 
[b)  cause  the  wound  to  heal  up  rapidly;  (c)  repel  further  attacks 
of  the  fly;  [d)  be  easily  applied;  (e)  avoid  staining  or  lifting  the 
wool;  (f)  be  cheap. 

The  usual  treatment  for  a  maggot  infestation  is  to  apply 
sheep  dip  of  double  or  even  greater  strength.  There  is  great 
danger  in  this  practice,  as  dip  at  this  strength  burns  the  skin, 
causing  scab  formation,  and  lifts  the  wool.  Where  an  arsenical 
dip  is  used  there  is  the  additional  danger  of  absorption  of  the 
poison  by  the  open  wound,  resulting  in  the  death  of  the  sheep. 
Early  experimental  work  was  confined  to  trying  the  effective- 
ness of  existing  treatments,  but  none  proved  satisfactory. 
While  some  of  the  substances  used  promoted  rapid  healing  of 
the  wound,  they  had  little  effect  on  the  maggots,  and  they 
were  found  not  to  p>ossess  any  repellent  properties  aeainst 
further  strike  ;  following  this  series  of  experiments,  work  was 
directed  to  the  building  up  of  a  preparation  which  would,  as 
far  as  the  limited  data  available  allowed,  meet  the  requirements 
of  an  ideal  dressing.  A  dressing,  finally  compounded,  which, 
on  trial  in  the  field,  was  very  effective,  has  the  following 
formula :  — -

The  mineral  oil,  cresylic  acid  and  wool  grease  are  mixed 
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together  and  warmed,  with  occasional  stirring  until  the  wool 
grease  goes  into  solution.  While  the  mixture  is  still  warm 
the  paradichlorobenzene  is  added  with  constant  stirring  until 
dissolved.  The  mixture  is  then  allowed  to  cool  and  the  oleum 
picis  added  and  stirred  until  thoroughly  mixed. 

This  dressing  has  been  tried  very  extensively  during  the  last 
two  ye^LTS,  and  excellent  results  have  been  obtained  from  its 
use.  For  treating  a  maggot  infestation,  a  ring  of  the  liquid 
should  first  be  drawn  round  the  area.  The  liquid  should  then 
be  applied  to  the  centre,  and  rubbed  in  with  the  hand.  One 
•dressing  is  usually  sufficient  where  the  maggots  are  living  in 
the  wool,  but  wounded  sheep  require  greater  attention.  The 
wound  should  be  opened  to  allow  drainage  of  pus  and  the 
dressing  applied  daily  until  a  skin  fomis  upon  the  surface. 

Foot-Rot 

This  condition  is  one  of  the  most  frequent  causes  of  body 
strike.  The  usual  treatment  for  foot-rot  is  to  walk  the  sheep 
through  a  trough  containing  5  per  cent,  copper  sulphate  solu- 
tion or  a  strong  arsenical  solution.  These  substances  have 
many  disadvantages.  A  treatment  to  be  effective  must  persisjt 
for  some  time  even  under  wet  conditions,  and  the  only  way 
in  which  this  can  be  achieved  is  by  using  a  waterproof  dressing. 
Tar  ointments  satisf\'  this  condition,  but  they  must  be  applied 


by  hand,  and  where  many  cases  occur  this  entails  a  large 
amount  of  labour.  The  cheapest  method  of  application  is  by 
the  foot-bath,  and  an  oily  waterproof  dressing  has  been 
prepared  which  can  be  applied  in  this  way.  This  dressing  is 
made  by  dissolving  four  parts  of  ordinary  creosote  in  96  parts 
fuel  oil.  It  is  placed  in  a  foot-bath  and  the  sheep  are  walked 
through  in  the  usual  manner.  The  dressing  is  rather  more 
expensive  than  copper  sulphate  or  arsenical  solutions,  but  the 
small  amount  used  at  each  application  costs  very  little,  and 
it  does  not  evaporate.  The  oil  serves  two  purposes,  as  a  water- 
proofing agent  and  as  a  carrier  for  the  antiseptic.  To  persist 
for  some  time  the  oil  must  have  a  fairly  high  boiling-point,  and 
as  there  is  little  danger  to  the  sheep  from  using  crude  oil,  the 
cheapest  oil  on  the  market,  fuel  oil,  is  the  most  suitable  for 
use.  For  the  antiseptic,  cost  again  is  a  most  important  con- 
sideration. Crude  creosote  is  not  only  one  of  the  most  efficient 
antiseptics,  but  is  also  the  cheapest,  and  when  mixed  with  oil 
in  the  proportions  stated  has  no  ill  effect  on  the  feet  of  the 
sheep  The  surplus  dressing  can  be  retained  in  a  foot-bath 
for  a  considerable  period  without  any  loss  from  evaporation  or 
fear  that  animals  will  drink  it.  Three  hundred  sheep,  among 
■which  foot-rot  was  the  prime  cause  of  strike,  were  treated  with 
this  dressing  by  walking  them  through  a  20-ft.  foot-bath,  and 
the  treatment  was  repeated  at  weekly  intervals  for  a  month. 
The  incidence  of  strike  tlropped  from  18  to  Ijelow  2  per  cent. 


Treatment  of  Hoose 


THE  clinical  aspects  and  treatment  of  "  hoose  "  (parasitic) 
and  allied  conditions  in  cattle  formed  the  subject  of 
a  paper  presented  by  R.  H.  Smythe  at  the  recent 
Congress  of  the  National  Veterinary  Medical  Association.  The 
author  states  ("  Veterinary  Record,"  September  25,  1937) 
that  at  present  there  is  no  specific  curative  treatment.  So  far 
the  value  of  all  treatments  calculated  to  destroy  lung  worms 
has  lain  in  their  inefficiency.  With  the  possible  exception  of 
ol.  chenopodii,  and  solutions  of  pyrethrum  in  oil,  none  of  the 
intratracheal  injections  in  common  use  has  any  marked  effect 
on  the  vitality  of  worms  situated  in  the  smaller  bronchioles. 
This  is  particularly  fortunate,  for,  in  practice,  unless  the 
infestation  is  very  slight,  live  worms  in  the  lungs  are  infinitely 
to  be  preferred  to  dead  worms.  I^ive  worms  are  usually  active, 
moving  worms,  constantly  changing  their  positions.  Partially 
destroyed  and  outnumbered,  overcrowded  worms  gather  into 
masses.  Masses  of  dead  or  inactive  worms  cause  asphyxia  or 
death,  particularly  in  animals  which  are  losing  or  have  lost 
the  power  to  cough. 

01.  chenopodii  will  kill,  in  quite  moderate  dosage,  all  lung- 
worms  with  which  it  may  come  into  contact.  It  will  also  kill, 
roughly,  100  per  cent,  of  the  calves  "  successfully  "  treated. 
In  one  outbreak  in  the  author's  practice,  eight  calves  were 
treated  for  hoose — a  heavy  infestation.  Four  received  a  simple 
intratracheal  injection  containing  carbolic  acid,  chloroform  and 
turpentine  in  oil.  The  other  four  received  the  same  treatment, 
but  the  turpentine  was  replaced  by  ol.  chenopodii  m  iv,  and 
the  oily  base  was  proportionately  increased  to  give  the  equiva- 
lent bulk.  After  twelve  hours,  the  four  receiving  chenopodium 
were  all  dead  of  asphyxia,  the  other  four  remaining  as  pre- 
viously. Post-mortem  examination  was  conducted  immediately 
after  each  death.  The  bronchi  were  choked  with  masses  of 
dead  worms,  resembling  tufts  of  cotton-wool.  The  other  four 
calves  recovereti.  The  most  that  a  harmless,  intratracheal 
injection  can  accomplish  is  to  increase  coughing  in  animals 
still  capable  of  increased  expulsive  efforts.  Some  of  the  worms 
in  the  trachea  and  larger  bronchioles  may  be  removed.  Any 
injection,  known  to  be  harmless,  may  have  some  slight 
beneficial  action  in  early  outljreaks  presenting  only  a  miJd 
infestation  '  otherwise  this  method  of  treatment  is  calculated 
to  do  harm.  A  prescription,  used  by  the  author  in  early,  mild 
outbreaks,  with  no  harmful  results  and  often  with  no  useful 
effect,  is  as  follows:  —

whilst  Russian  workers  recommend  intratracheal  injections  of 
iodine.  The  warning  given  above  as  to  the  Sanger  of  intra- 
tracheal injection  in  heavy  or  advanced  infestations,  applies 
to  these  agents  also.  Therapeutic  treatment  should  be  directed 
towards  maintaining  the  animal's  strength  and  ability  to  cough 
and  to  minimise  the  chances  of  fresh  infection.  This  can  be 
done  by  housing,  but  in  animals  used  to  an  outdoor  existence 
the  liability  to  pneumonia  is  increased.  An  attempt  should 
be  made  to  destroy  larvae  in  the  bowel.  Ferri  sulph.  and 
cupri  sulph.,  given  in  the  food  daily,  may  assist,  but  mainly 
they  are  useful  in  maintaining  the  haemoglobin  content  of  the 
blood.  Electuaries,  containing  camphor  and  Stockholm  or 
Burgundy  tar,  rubbed  down  with  treacle  and  thickened  with 
pulv.  glycyrrh.  are  useful  as  expectorants.  Daily  dosing  with 
creosote  and  small  doses  of  turpentine  in  linseed  oil  {2-4  oz.) 
is  calculated  to  reduce  subsequent  reinfection  from  larvse 
passed  in  the  faeces.  A  suitable  prescription  is  the  following, 
which,  despite  the  fact  that  it  dates  back  many  generations, 
is  none  the  less  useful:  —

Arsenic  and  arsenical  preparations  apparently  have  no  effect. 
In  one  instance,  in  the  writer's  practice,  animals  dying  from 
prolonged  exposure  to  arsenical  fumes  from  a  calcining  plant 
still  harboured  numerous  living  worms  in  the  lung.  Although 
the  concentration  of  arsenious  oxide  on  the  herbage  was  suffi- 
ciently heavy  to  render  the  grazing  dangerous  to  life  for  the 
cattle,  nevertheless  the  ground  remained  infective  to  fresh 
cattle  introduced.  Inhalation  treatments,  such  as  the  iodine 
and  hot  brick  method,  have,  apparently,  little  to  recommend 
them.  They  are  certainly  harmful  in  advanced  cases:  usually 
lungworms  have  greater  resistance  than  their  hosts.  The 
detection  and  elimination  of  co-existing  parasites  are  advisable. 
Calves  may  harbour,  at  the  same  time,  liver  flukes,  gastro- 
enteric strongyles  and  lung  worms,  of  which  the  last  may  be 
the  least  dangerous  to  the  animal's  existence.

Veterinary  Counter  Displays 


THE  subject  of  veterinary  display  may  be  considered 
in  the  light  of  certain  social  tendencies  which 
will  be  discussed.  The  traditional  conception  of  a 
veterinary  chemist's  business  as  a  market-town  centre  oi 
supply  for  all  the  farmers  within  a  given  radius  is  obsolete 
in  a  growing  number  of  instances.  It  is  obsolete  for 
several  reasons.  First,  the  small  town  has  no  longer  its  former 
importance  as  a  focus  for  the  activities  of  the  agricultural 
community.  Modern  transport  has  had  its  effect,  both  by 
making  it  easier  for  manufacturers  to  supply  direct  and  by 
enabling  the  farmer  to  travel  further  afield  in  less  time  than 
formerly.  Side  by  side  with  this  disruptive  effect  on  the 
country  chemist's  trade  there  has  been  an  opposite  tendency 
in  the  appearance  of  a  demand,  admittedly  small,  for 
veterinary  products  in  unlikely  city  and  even  suburban  shops 
by  country  visitors  with  cars.  This,  however,  is  insignificant 
compared  with  the  considerable  expansion,  largely  fostered  by 
the  manufacturers,  of  trade  in  medicines  and  foods  for  dogs 
and  cats.  The  important  point  about  this  development,  so 
far  as  the  present  subject  is  concerned,,  is  that  it  affects  every 
class  of  pharmaceutical  business  from  the  remote  rural  to  the 
central  urban.  In  arranging,  therefore,  to  include  illustrations 
of  veterinary  window  displays  for  the  benefit  of  its  readers 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  was  faced  with  the  diffi- 
culty of  reconciling  varied  interests.  The  endeavour  has  been 
made  to  solve  the  difficulty  by  grouping  the  available  goods 
in  a  series  of  self-contained  counter  or  platform  displays, 
some  applicable  in  one  type  of  business  and  some  in  another. 
Further,  while  a  complete  window  show  has  been  included 
for  the  benefit  of  chemists  who  are  able  to  contemplate  carry- 
ing on  a  complete,  all-round  veterinary  business,  preparations 
for  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  poultry  have  been  grouped 
together  at  the  centre  and  left  of  the  display,  and  practically 
all  preparations  for  dogs  and  cats  have  been  placed  in 
the  right-hand  third.  With  very  little  rearrangement  I 
either  section  could  be  installed  separately.  One  con- 
clusion arises  from  the  illustrations.  The  packages 
of     veterinary     preparations     have     improved,     one     [  ,- 


might  say  almost  out  of  recognition,  in  recent  years,  and 
many  of  them  are  seen  to  be  in  line  with  prevailing  modern 
packaging  principles.  While  this  applies  particularly  to  the 
numerous  competitive  series  of  canine  preparations,  there  are 
signs  that  other  and  old-established  animal  medicines  are 
coming  under  the  same  influence.  Display  matter,  as  will 
be  seen  from  another  page,  has  equally  undergone  a  great 
improvement,  and  altogether  there  is  every  encouragement  to 
the  pharmacist  to  expect  much  from  veterinary  business,  even 
in  quarters  where  something  may  have  been  lost  to  manufac- 
turers dealing  direct.  There  are  still  advantages  in  retail 
buying,  and  if  the  farmer's,  stock-owner's  or  animal  lover's 
eye  can  be  caught  and  held  so  that  he  is  persuaded  to  handle 
the  goods,  there  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that  he  will  again 
prove  himself  one  of  the  best  of  customers.

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Distemper  in  Cats 


OWING  to  the  heavy  mortality  resulting  from  distemper 
in  certain  breeds  of  cats,  notably  Siamese  and  Persian, 
a  good  deal  of  research  is  being  done  regarding  this 
complaint.  It  is  rather  difficult  to  differentiate  between. colds 
and  distemper,  and  in  most  cases  the  same  treatment  is 
adopted.  The  period  of  incubation  is  uncertain  ;  it  apparently 
may  be  only  a  week  or  two  or  perhaps  much  longer.  The 
symptoms  at  first  are  those  of  a  cold — the  cat  becomes  dull, 
not  eating  quite  so  much  as  usual,  there  is  a  rise  of  tempera- 
ture two  or  more  degrees  (the  usual  temperature  of  the  cat 
being  about  102°  F.),  and  after  a  short  while  the  cat  starts 
to  sneeze.  In  some  cases  when  there  is  a  sore  throat  or  a  little 
laryngitis  the  cat  dribbles  from  the  mouth.  Owing  to  the  sore 
throat  and  the  difficulty  of  swallowing  the  saliva,  the  animal 
keeps  its  mouth  slightly  open  and  allows  the  saliva  to  dribble 
out  of -the  sides.  The  animal  looks  a  pitiful  object  with  slightly 
sunken  eyes.  A  little  later  there  is  a  discharge  from  the 
eyes  and  nose.  The  symptoms  of  distemper  can  be  roughly 
divided  into  five  principal  forms,  namely:  — 

(i)  The  catarrhal,  attacking  chiefly  the  eyes  and  nostrils. 
'{2)  The  pharyngeal,  affecting  the  region  of  the  throat. 

(3)  The  pulmonar\'  or  thoracic. 

(4)  The  abdominal  or  gastro-enteric. 

(5)  The  cachectic  or  wasting  form. 

Catarrhal 

This  is  the  form  generally  seen  and  is  the  least  fatal  of  any. 
It  occurs  more  often  in  the  early  autumn  after  a  spell  of  hot 
weather,  followed  by  cold  winds  or  rain.  The  first  noticeable 
svmptom  is  a  watery  discharge  from  one  or  both  eyes,  the  lids 
of  which  may  be  partially  closed.  After  a  day  or  two  there  i.s 
a  discharge  both  from  the  eyes  and  nose.  The  animal  looks 
miserable,  feels  cold  and  the  fur  stands  up  instead  of  lying 
flat  and  smooth.  The  cat  sits  by  the  fire  or  even  goes  under 
the  grate  for  the  warmth.  There  is  loss  of  appetite  and  very 
often  a  cough,  all  the  animal  seems  to  want  to  do  is  to  drowse 
and  sleep  in  a  darkened  or  slightly  darkened  place.  Generally 
speaking,  with  care  and  proper  treatment  the  animal  recovers 
in  from  two  to  three  weeks'  time. 

The  Throat  Form 
This  is  always  a  serious  form.    There  are  strings  of  saliva 
hanging  from  the  sides  of  the  mouth,  difficulty  is  experienced 
in  breathing,  there  is  a  loss  of  appetite,  and  purple  spots  may 
iiccur  on  tongue,  gum  and  lips. 

Pulmonary 

Not  so  common  in  the  cat  as  in  the  dog,  the  pulmonary  form 
may  occur  early  in  the  attack  with  fatal  results  or  intervene 
later  during  the  illne-ss  caused  by  one  or  other  of  the  various 
forms.  Very  often  in  these  cases  the  cat  becomes  comatose 
before  death. 

Abdominal 

Principally  attacks  young  cats  of  a  few  months  old  and  is 
characterised  by  sickness,  the  vomit  being  of  a  greenish-yellow 
colour,  and  within  a  short  time  of  taking  any  fluid.  Later 
diarrhoea  may  set  in,  but  in  many  cases  the  animal  dies  in  a 
few  hours  or  days. 

The  Chronic  ok  Wasting  Form 
In  such  cases  there  is  often  little  or  no  discharge  from  the 
eyes  and  nose,  but  the  animal  looks  ill  and  has  a  capricious 
appetite.     Occasionalh-   the  cat  suffers  from  diarrhoea,  and 
gradually  becomes  thinner  and  thinner  till  it  dies. 

Treatment 

Keep  the  animal  in  a  room  with  a  temperature  of  about 
60'^'  F.,  in  which  there  is  a  pan  of  sawdust  or  ashes.  If  animal 
will  eat,  give  it  boiled  fish,  cooked  rabbit  or  cooked  mutton  ; 
let  it  have  water,  and  if  it  likes  it  the  creamy  portion  of  the 
milk.  Give  two  or  three  times  daily  a  half-grain  quinine  pill  and 
it  very  feverish  an  aspirin  tablet  (2J  or  5  grains)  once  or  twice 
dailv.  Cleanse  the  eyes  and  nostrils  and  smear  on  a  little 
olive  oil  or  soft  paraffin.  Should  the  mouth  and  fur  around 
it  be  messy,  wipe  it  with  a  sponge  which  has  been  dipped  into 
a  weak  solution  of  a  suitable  antiseptic.  If  the  throat 
and  mouth  are  sore,  dust  three  grains  of  potassium  chlorate 
on  the  tongue  once  or  twice  daily.    If  the  animal  is  sick  or 


has  diarrhoea  give  five  grain  dosts  ol  bismuth  carbonate  in  a 
powder  or  tablet.  If  not  eating,  spoon  feed  with  Brand's 
extract  of  beef,  Virol,  Benger's  food,  and  such  like.  Should  the 
animal  be  very  weak,  add  the  white  of  an  egg  to  the  Benger's 
food  or  cornfiour  made  with  half  milk  and  water,  adding  the 
white  of  an  egg  after  the  food  is  made.  A  stimulant  such  as 
fen  drops  of  brandy  or  whisk}-  in  a  teaspoonful  of  water  or 
milk  acts  as  a  good  stimulant.  If  meat  essence  has  to  be 
given  with  a  spoon,  three  or  four  times  a  day  is  sufiicient, 
as  if  the  cat  fights  against  it,  the  animal  becomes  exhausted  and 
more  harm  than  good  results.  When  the  cat  gets  better  let 
it  sit  in  a  sunny  window,  but  not  go  out,  as  it  is  so  likely 
to  hide  and  get  a  chill.  When  first  allowed  out,  select  a 
fine  dry  day  and  get  the  cat  in  again  after  an  hour  or  so.  Dis- 
temper in  the  cat  is  not  contagious  to  the  dog,  so  that  the 
owner  of  the  ill  cat  need  not  be  afraid  of  a  dog  coming  in 
contact  or  even  stealing  the  sick  cat's  food.  For  a  while 
after  the  cat  is  better  a  half-grain  quinine  pill  daily  is  advis- 
able in  order  to  avoid  a  relapse.  It  is  difficult  at  times  to 
differentiate  between  what  is  commonly  called  an  influenza 
cold  and  distemper,  but  in  any  case  the  treatment  is  the  same, 
quinine  in  the  form  of  small  pills  being  the  most  successful 
treatment. 

Prevention 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  prevent  distemper  and  all  that 
can  be  done  is  to  keep  the  ill  animal  apart  from  other  cats 
and  well  disinfect  the  room  or  cattery.  If  convenient  close 
up  building  and  burn  a  sulphur  candle  in  it.  There  are  at 
present  some  distemper  serums  on  the  market,  one  type  is  in- 
jected into  either  the  subcutaneous  tissue  of  the  shoulder  or 
inside  thigh  of  cats  or  kittens  which  have  been  exposed  tO' 
contagion  either  at  shows  or  at  home.  Double  doses  should  be 
injected  daily  in  cases  where  clinical  symptoms  of  the  disease 
are  showing.  Vaccine  is  used  as  prophylaxis  only,  but  it  is 
not  known  at  present  how  long  the  protection  lasts,  though 
there  is  strong  evidence  that  it  persists  for  at  least  several 
weeks.  Only  cats  which  are  apparently  in  perfect  health  and 
which  have  not  been  exposed  to  infection  for  some  months 
should  be  immunised. 


National  Rat  Week 

The  annual  rat  week  has  been  fixed  to  commence  on  Novem- 
ber 1 .  During  that  period  all  occupiers  of  premises  infested 
by  rats  and  mice  are  urged  to  take  concerted  action 
against  the  pests.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  already 
circularised  local  authorities,  who  are  responsible  for 
seeing  that  the  requirements  of  the  Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction  Act,  1919,  are  carried  out.  Chemists  who  are  asked 
to  supply  poisons  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  must 
remember  the  sale  of  strychnine  for  such  purposes  is  entirely- 
prohibited,  so  that  the  poisons  which  are  generally  supplied 
for  this  purpose  are  those  containing  phosphorus,  barium  or 
fiarium  and  red  squill.  Thallium  salts  have  been  suggested, 
but  are  extremely  dangerous.  Calcium  cyanide  is  frequently 
used  by  farmers,  but  in  enclosed  spaces  any  cyanide  gas  or 
mixture  is  rarely  safe  to  handle  without  a  reliable  gas  mask. 
Formulas  containing  squill  are  as  follows :  —

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Poisons  in  Veterinary  Medicines 

Statutory  provisions  relating  to  the  sale  or  supply  of  animal  medicines  containing 

poison^  including  labelling  requirements 


THE  Poisons  Rules  made  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  apply  special  provisions  to  the  supply  of 
veterinary  medicines  and  these  are  co-ordinated  below. 

Retail  (under  Section  18) 

The  sale  of  poisonous  veterinary  medicines  direct  to  the 
public  is  by  Section  18  (i)  of  the  Act  and  Rule  3  confined  to 
authorised  sellers  of  poisons  except  in  the  case  of  makers  of 
animal  medicine  complying  with  the  requirements  of  Rule  4. 
The  term  "  animal  "  includes  poultry. 

So  far  as  retail  chemists  are  concerned,  the  statutory  con- 
ditions applicable  to  the  sale  of  animal  medicines  are  the  same 
as  those  for  human  remedies  with  the  exception  that  any  medi- 
cine made  up  ready  for  the  treatment  of  animals  must  be 
labelled  witli  the  words  "  Poi-son.  For  animal  treatment  only." 
Since  the  poisons  in  animal  medicines  are  frequently  within 
Part  I,  the  sale  must  be  effected  on  the  registered  premises 
(of  the  authorised  seller  of  poisons)  by,  or  under  the  super- 
vision of,  a  registered  pharmacist. 

An  authorised  seller  of  poisons  may  supply  an  animal  medi- 
cine under  the  Section  19  exemption,  in  which  case  it  must  be 
compounded  by,  or  under  the  direct  and  personal  supervision 
of,  a  registered  pharmacist,  and  the  appropriate  entry  made 
in  the  prescription-book  (of  ingredients  of  medicine  and  the 
name  of  the  person  supplied) . 

Restricted  drugs  and  "dangerous"  drugs  may  only  be  supplied 
on  the  prescription  of  a  registered  veterinary  surgeon  in  the 
proper  form  (Poi.soii  Rule  12  and  D.D.  Regulation  8),  including 
the  words  **  For  animal  treatment  only  "  and  specifying  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  prescribed  article  is  to  be 
delivered.  An  appropriate  reference  must  be  made  in  tlie 
dangerous  drugs  register  in  the  case  of  a  prescription  for  a 
dangerous  drug. 

Prescriptions  for  animal  medicines  are  subject  to  the  same 
requirements  as  those  for  human  medicines  (except  specification 
for  animal  use),  and  the  container  is  likewise  labelled  as 
directe<l  by  the  prescril)er  and  with  the  name  and  address  of  the 
supplier. 

Unless  supplied  under  the  Section  19  exemption,  veterinary 
medicine.s  which  are  First  Schedule  poisons  sold  to  a  private 
purchaser  are  subject  to  poi.son  registration  requirements  (see 
C.  ex  D.  "  Poisons  Guide  "),  including  entry  in  poison  register 
and  .signature  of  (known)  purchaser  before  delivery  of  the 
[X)isons.  Animal  medicines  may  be  supplied  by  authorised  sellers 
to  farmers  and  like  trade  users  as  a  transaction  exempted  bv 
Section  20  of  the  Act  (see  Wholesale). 

Animal  Medicine  Maker 

PoLsons  in  animal  medicines  other  than  restricted  or 
"  dangerous  "  drugs  may  be  sold  by  a  person  carrying  on  a 
business  comprising  the  manufacture  of  such  medicines  pro- 
vided the  following  requirements  are  complied  with  :  — 

(a)  A  statement  in  writing  mu.st  be  furnished  prior  to  com- 
mencing business  to  the  registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
stating  the  name  of  the  business,  the  principal  place  where  it 
is  carried  on,  and  the  name  of  the  person  in  charge  of  the  sale 
of  animal  medicines.  The  statement  must  be  ^signed  Ijy  the 
owner  of  tJie  business  or,  in  the  case  <jf  a  corporate  Ijody,  on 
behalf  of  that  \nn\y . 

(h)  The  sale  must  lie  effected  on  premises  specified  in  the 
statement,  and 

(c)  All  rea.sonalile  facilities  must  be  pro%  ided  for  entry  and 
inquiry  by  inspectors  appointed  under  Section  25  of  the  Act. 

It  would  appear  that  retail  sale,  i.e.,  to  the  public,  l)v 
registered  manufacturers  of  animal  medicines  is  limited  to  own- 
name  prcjducts  on  the  specified  premises.  The  animal  medicine 
maker  cannot  dispense  prescriptions  for  animal  medicines  or 
supply  under  the  Section  19  exemption.  On  the  other  hand, 
persons  requiring  animal  medicines  for  purposes  of  their  trade 
or  business  may  be  supplied  under  Section  20  (wholesale) 
exemption  (as  follows)  on  a  signed  order,  i.e.,  without  personal 
visit  to  the  premises  of  the  animal  medicine  maker.     The  sale 


by  an  animal  medicine  maker  of  a  veterinary  poison  within  the 
scope  of  the  First  Schedule  must  be  entered  in  a  poison 
register  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  Twelfth  Schedule  to  the 
Poisons  Rules.  In  the  case  of  a  private  person,  the  purchaser 
must  be  known  to  the  seller  or,  if  unknown,  supply  a  certificate 
for  the  purchase  of  a  poison  complying  with  the  conditions  of 
the  Eleventh  Schedule  to  the  Poisons  Rules.  Wholesale  trans- 
actions under  Section  20  may  be  effected  on  a  signed  order  [see 
Wholesale).  All  poison  registration  formalities  must  be  com- 
pleted before  handing  over  or  dispatching  the  poison.  In  the 
absence  of  any  indication  to  the  contrary,  it  would  appear  that 
the  sale  of  poisonous  animal  medicines  must  be  carried  out  on 
the  specified  premises  by  the  person  named  as  in  charge  thereof. 

Wholesale  (under  Section  20) 

The  provisions  of  Section  20  of  the  Act  enable  anyone  carry- 
ing on  a  business  in  which  poisons  are  regularly  bought  and  sold 
for  trade,  business  or  professional  purposes  to  supply  animal 
medicines  (by  wholesale)  as  a  tran.saction  exempted  by  Sec- 
tion 20.  The  aforesaid  exemption  is  advantageous  to  authorised 
sellers  and  registered  makers  in  supplying  veterinary  medicines 
within  the  First  Schedule  to  trade  users  on  a  signed  order. 

Section  20  (5)  [a)  (i)  exempts  from  Section  18  (retail)  the  sale 
of  poison  to  a  person  requiring  the  (poisonous)  article  for  the 
purpose  of  his  trade  or  business.  Poison  Rule  7  (3)  enables  such 
transaction  under  Section  20  to  be  effected  on  a  signed  order 
(i.e.,  without  personal  attendance  and  signature  of  purchaser  of 
First  Schedule  poison)  provided  the  seller  of  the  poison  is 
reasonably  satisfied — 

(i)  that  the  signature  is  that  of  the  person  purporting  to  sign 
the  order,  and 

(iij  that  the  person  carries  on  the  trade,  business  or  profes- 
sion stated  in  the  order. 

The  "  signed  order  "  (see  C.  1).  "  Poisons  Guide  ")  must 
be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  purcha.ser,  stating  his  name  and 
address,  trade,  business  or  profession,  the  name  and  quantity 
of  the  article  to  be  supplied  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
required.  The  seller  under  Section  20  must  be  reasonably 
satisfied  that  the  aforesaid  purchaser  requires  the  poison  for  the 
stated  business,  and  is  known  by  the  seller  to  be  a  person 
to  whom  the  poison  may  be  properly  supplied.  The  entry  in 
the  poisons  register  must  include  the  words  "  signed  order  " 
and  a  reference  number  Ijy  which  the  order  can  be  identified. 
Unscheduled  .animal  medicines  are  subject  only  t<j  labelling  re- 
quirements, but  a  reminder  is  necessary  that  manufacturers  may 
not  retail  these  to  private  purchasers  except  on  registered 
premises  and  subject  to  becoming  either  an  authorised  seller 
of  poisons  or  a  registered  maker  of  animal  medicines. 

Agricultural  Shows  and  Exhibitions 

rile  provisions  of  poisons  law  requiring  the  sale  of  poisons  to 
ttie  public  to  be  made  from  registered  premises  preclude  the 
sale  of  annual  medicines  at  agricultural  shows  and  exhibitions, 
though  (signed)  orders  can  be  accepted  from  farmers  and  like 
trade  purchasers.  In  addition,  the  storage  provisions  applic- 
able to  retail  premises  where  poisons  are  sold,  or  exposed  for 
sale,  apparently  prevent  e.xhibition  of  animal  medicines  except 
in  the  form  of  "  dummies." 

Labelling 

The  obligatory  labelling  requirements  applicable  to  made-u]j 
animal  medicines  are  seven  in  numljer,  as  shown  in  the  parallel 
labels  of  general  and  specific  application.  Particulars  (i)  to  (v) 
must  appear  in  a  conspicuous  position  on  the  container  and  on 
even'  box  or  other  covering  (except  wrapping  paper  or  trans- 
parent covering).  In  the  case  of  First  Schedule  poisons,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  must  appear  on  the  label 
of  the  container,  etc.,  and  the  retailer  must  affix  further  slip 
labels  to  the  container  and  covering(s)  with  his  name  and 
the  address  of  the  premises  where  actually  sold.  Unscheduled 
poisons  may  be  supplied    by  manufacturers  prepacked  for 
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resale  without  maker's  name  and  address  (provided  particulars 
(i)  to  (v)  are  on  each  label  and  covering),  and  it  is  sufficient 
for  the  retailer  to  affix  his  name  and  address  label  to  the  outer 
cover,  without  destroying  the  pack).  The  prescribed  particulars 
(i)  to  (vii)  must  be  clearly  and  distinctly  set  out  and  not  in 
any  way  obliterated  or  obscured.

In  the  case  of  a  First  Schedule  poison,  the  word  "  Poison 
must  be  in  red  or  on  a  red  background.    With  tablets,  pills, 
horse  balls  and  similar  articles,   the   label  must  state  the 
amount  of  poison  in  each  article  and  the  number  of  articles  in 
the  container. 


Gentian  in  Rabies 

The  following  paragraphs  are  taken  from  a  booklet  by  Pro- 
fessor Dr.  A.  Vrgoc,  Zagreb,  on  the  subject  of  rabies:  — 

Rabies  was  formerly  a  serious  probjem  for  those  dwelling 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  old  Croatian  frontier.  During  hard 
winters  mad  dogs  would  roam  about  the  district  and  cross  the 
frozen  rivers.  Many  special  regulations  were  made  regarding 
the  care,  feeding  and  cleaning  of  dogs,  the  dressing  of  bites 
with  prescribed  materials,  the  immediate  notification  of  persons 
bitten  and  medical  advice.  Objects  with  which  a  bitten  person 
came  into  contact  (e.g.,  bedclothes)  were  to  be  burnt,  walls 
scraped  and  limewashed,  floors  washed  with  an  alkali,  the 
other  inhabitants  thoroughly  cleansed  with  soap  and  kept  under 
strict  observation  for  six  weeks.  The  body  of  a  person  who 
died  of  rabies  was  buried  and  covered  with  lime  under  military 
supervision. 

Among  the  many  remedies  and  methods  employed  for  the 
cure  of  rabies,  from  ancient  times  down  to  the  introduction  of 
the  Lalic  method,  were:  (i)  Drugs  (rute,  salvia,  euphorbia, 
gentian,  hellebore,  etc.);  (2)  chemicals  (copper,  arsenic,  mer- 
cury and  lead  preparations)  ;  (3)  cauterisation  ;  (4)  amputa- 
tion ;  (5)  phlebotomy  ;  (6)  disinfection  ;  (7)  burning  with  hot 
iron  ;  (8)  application  of  powder  and  hair  of  the  mad  dog  ; 
(9)  eating  the  heart  or  liver  of  the  mad  dog  ;  (10)  wearing  of 
amulets. 

The  method  of  Lalic,  an  elementary  teacher,  was  first  used 
on  the  military  frontier,  circa  1840,  and  its  use  continued  for 
about  nine  years.  Lalic's  prescription  read: — "Take  about 
3  loths  (i  loth  =  ^  oz.)  of  fresh  root  of  Gentiana  cruciata  ;  the 
root  must  be  cut  small  and  pounded  in  a  mortar.  Then  pour 
on,  drop  by  drop,  about  a  tablespoonful  of  fresh  water.  The 
well-pounded  mass  is  pressed  through  a  linen  cloth  so  that  the 
pressed  liquor  again  weighs  3  loths.  Only  -  the  oldest  and 
thickest  root  must  be  used  ;  the  more  violent  the  rabies,  the 
older  and  stronger  the  root  must  be  to  obtain  an  effective 
remedj'."  Lalic  washed  the  wound  with  spirit  of  rosmary,  to 
which  he  added  a  little  camphor.  He  gave  the  patient  an 
internal  emetic  and  purgative,  arid  applied  a  poultice  of  flour, 
juniper  berries  and  brandy  to  the  wound.  This  treatment  (of 
which  further  details  are  given)  was  continued  for  nine  days. 
Lalic  affirmed  that  over  a  period  of  thirty  years  he  had  cured 
many  people  of  rabies.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  he  had 
not  divulged  the  whole  of  the  contents  of  his  remedy. 


Cobalt  Deficiency 
Disease 

For  some  years  a  disease  has  been  prevalent  among  sheep  in 
certain  areas  of  New  Zealand,  the  worst  being  the  district  of 
Morton  Mains  whence  the  disease  took  its  name.  In 
"  Chemistry  and  Industry,"  September  25,  1937,  D.  Sandys. 
Wunsh  describes  a  number  of  experiments  undertaken  to  find 
the  cause  of  this  disease.  It  was- noticed  that  certain  lambs, 
in  other  parts  which  did  not  suffer  from  the  disease  ate  some 
of  the  soil  as  well  as  the  grass,  and  it  was  also  found  that  use 
of  this  soil  as  a  drench  prevented  the  appearance  of  the  disease 
Spectroscopic  analysis  of  the  soil  which  prevented  the  disease 
showed  that  it  contained  0.02  per  cent,  nickel  and  0.0007  per 
cent,  cobalt.  Another  soil  which  acted  similarly  contained 
0.0002  per  cent,  nickel  and  0.0007  per  cent,  cobalt.  Morton 
Mains  soil  contained  neither  of  these  chemicals. 

Cobalt  Licks 

When  it  had  been  clearly  proved  that  Morton  Mains  disease 
was  caused  by  deficiency  of  cobalt,  and  could  be  entirely 
avoided  by  the  use  of  minute  amounts  of  the  element,  it 
became  necessary  to  investigate  the  means  of  supplying  the 
deficiency  and  the  area  of  land  affected  more  or  less  by  it. 
Two  practicable  methods  suggested  themselves,  the  use  of 
cobaltiferous  licks  and  the  fundamental  method  of  curing  the 
soil  itself  by  top-dressing  with  a  cobalt  salt.  Both  were 
tested  in  1936-37,  and  both  were  successful.  The  use  of  a 
lick  composed  of  common  salt  with  the  addition  of  4  oz.  per 
ton  cobalt  chloride  (or  5  oz.  sulphate)  gave  entirely  satisfactory 
results  when  the  ewes  were  accustomed  to  the  lick  well  before 
lambing  and  its  use  is  maintained  thereafter,  though  it  may 
prove  advisable  to  increase  the  cobalt  content  on  salty  land, 
where  less  lick  will  be  taken.  It  is  of  interest  that,  ff  a  plain 
salt  lick  is  used  until  lambing  time,  and  the  cobalt  added 
thereafter,  results  are  almost,  if  not  quite,  equally  good.  If 
this  is  reversed,  and  the  cobalt  lick  used  only  before  lambing, 
the  advent  of  the  disease  is  only  slightly  delayed. 

Only  one  experiment  on  the  second  method — a  reversion  to 
the  early  experiments — has  been  tried.  Ten  pounds  of  cobalt 
chloride  was  mixed  with  superphosphate  and  applied  to  an 
acre  of  "  sick  "  land.  Ten  sick  lambs  fed  on  this  acre 
recovered  very  rapidly,  while  seven  out  of  ten  equally  sick 
lambs  fed  on  a  contiguous  untreated  acre  died,  and  two  of  the 
remaining  three  were  very  sick  when  the  experiment  was  dis- 
continued and  their  lives  saved  by  putting  them  also  on  to 
the  cobalt  area.  Analysis  of  the  grass  on  the  treated  plot 
showed  a  very  high  cobalt  content,  and  it  seems  possible  that 
two  or  three  pounds  of  a  cobalt  salt  per  acre  will  suffice  to 
render  the  land  healthy  enough  to  serve  as  a  "  change  "  or 
"  hospital  "  paddock,  and  so  save  the  expense  of  treating  the 
whole  farm.  This  method  uses  much  more  cobalt  per  head 
than  the  licks,  and  so  is  more  costly.  It  is  not  yet  known 
how  long  the  effect  of  the  cobalt  application  will  persist,  but  it 
has  been  shown  that  liming  depresses  the  uptake  of  cobalt 
by  the  grass  very  heavily  indeed. 


Incidence  of  animal  diseases. — According  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture's  "  Report  of  Proceedings  under  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Acts  for  the  Year  1936  "  (Stationery  Ofiice,  is.  6d.), 
there  were  in  Jingland  last  year  sixty  outbreaks  of  foot-and- 
mouth 'disease,  and  the  worst  month  was  December,  when 
twenty-nine  cases  occurred.  The  other  seven  outbreaks  were 
in  Wales,  Scotland  being  free  from  the  disease  throughout  the 
year.  The  numbers  of  animals  slaughtered  were  2,504  cattle, 
1,737  sheep,  and  1,072  pigs,  and  the  total  amount  paid  in 
compensation  was  approximately  ;^52,48o.  In  regard  to  sheep 
scab  it  is  stated  that  considerable  further  progress  was  made 
in  the  process  of  eradication,  the  total  figures  for  1936  being 
255,  or  a  decline  of  222  outbreaks  (46.4  per  cent.)  as  compared 
with  1935.  This  figure  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  thirty-two 
years,  and  the  third  lowest  on  record  since  1870.  Of.  1,873 
outbreaks  of  swine  fever  last  year,  1,654  occurred  in  England. 
This  was  a  decrease  of  236  on  the  year  before,  but  Scotland 
suffered  from  47  more  outbreaks  than  in  1935,  and  Wales  from 
thirteen  more.

While  the  sfecul.^tive  commodities  have  e.xperienced  a  general  set- 
back, with  business  exceptionally  quiet,  the  markets  in  other  respects 
are  keeping  quite  steady,  with  a  number  of  firm  features.  The 
demand  from  consumers,  particularly  from  the  country,  has  been 
consistent  and  quite  good  in  the  aggregate.  Currency  problems,  due 
to  fluctuations  and  the  uncertain  future  of  some  e.xchange  rates,  are 
making  it  unusually  diificult  for  both  foreign  shippers  and  importers. 
In  the  Pharm.^ceutical  Chemicals  markets  nothing  more  than  an 
ordinary  routine  business  can  be  reported,  with  most  of  the  leading 
products  quoted  unchanged.  The  scarcity  and  higher  cost  of  Galls 
has  been  followed  by  advances  in  Pyrogallic  Acid  and  Gallic  Acid. 
Another  product  similarly  affected  is  Tannic  Acid,  leviss,  with 
prices  now  very  firm  and  tending  dearer.  Podophyllum  products 
may  have  to  be  advanced  on  account  of  the  shortage  and  higher 
cost  of  the  raw  material.  The  demand  for  Santonin  is  quiet,  but, 
<iue  to  the  apparently  limited  supplies  available  here,  prices  are 
keeping  up  to  the  recent  improved  level. 

Crude  Drugs 

A  number  of  products  in  this  section  continue  in  active  demand, 
and  the  general  tone,  with  the  exception  of  the  speculative  markets, 
is  fully  steady,  with  a  general  shortage  of  spot  supplies  still  in  good 
evidence.  The  spot  market  for  Agar  is  much  .steadier.  Brisk, 
business  on  spot  in  Curasao  .Vloes,  with  values  for  all  qualities 
dearer  ;  the  shipment  market  is  also  firm  at  the  further  advance. 
Japanese  Camphor  continues  to  sell  well  on  spot,  with  supplies 
being  cleared  as  they  arrive.  The  shipment  market  for  Cascara 
Sagrada  has  attracted  more  business  this  week.  Bergen  reports 
Cod-Liver  Oil  continues  firm  for  shipment.  Sudan  Gum  Acacia 
shows  no  sign  of  improving  in  liemand  or  spot  value.  With  supplies 
at  a  comparatively  low  level  Honey  is  firm,  ami  values  tend 
dearer.  Hydrastis  is  sharply  dearer  for  shipment,  and  most  spot 
holders  have  amended  their  price  accordingly.  Japanese  Menthol 
continues  in  brisk  demand,  and  the  recent  arrivals  were  quickly 
cleared  ;  market  fully  steady  as  quoted.  _  Mercury  shows  a  further 
decline  of  50  cents  per  bottle.  Pimento  is  dearer  and  firm  forward. 
Prices  for  the  negligible  quantities  of  Rhubarb  now  available  on  spot 
are  a  matter  of  negotiation  ;  some  rough  round  for  shipment  is 
being  ofi^ered  for  future  delivery,  subject  to  safe  arrival. 

Essential  Oils 

The  volume  of  business  reported  in  these  products  is  barely  normal, 
but  with  one  or  two  isolated  instances  values  are  fully  steady. 
Foreign  expressed  Almond  is  rather  cheaper.  Anise  (Star)  con- 
tinues very  firm  on  spot  at  high  figures,  and  sales  are  being  restricted 
to  minimum  quantities.  A  little  more  doing  in  Bekgamot  on  spot. 
Good  quality  Cassia  is  slightly  dearer  again  on  spot,  and  supplies  are 
small.  Citronella  oils  are  steady  for  shipment,  but  the  markets 
are  neglected.  No  shipment  offers  of  Geranium  oils.  Sicilian  hand- 
pressed  Le.mon  for  shipment  has  touched  the  lowest  price  for  some 
time  ;  it  would  not  be  at  all  surprising  to  see  a  recovery  in  this 
article  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Nutmeg  has  met  with  a  steady 
demand,  with  prices  very  firm  at  the  recent  ad\ances.  Japanese 
Peppermint  has  sold  well,  spot  and  near,  with  values  firm,  and 
supplies,  as  they  arrive,  ;ire  being  cleared.

Halibut-Liver  Oil 

Sir, — The  Norwegian  Government  have  passed  stringent 
regulations  restricting  tlie  use  of  halibut  nets.  A  weekly  close 
time  is  imposed  Ijetween  2  p.m.  Friday  and  to  a.m.  on  the 
following  Monday,  during  \\-hich  period  no  nets  must  be  used. 
Furthermore,  in  the  j^eriod  December  15  and  February  28 
ludibut  must  not  be  caught  by  nets.  During  the  same  period 
last  year,  when  nets  were  used  for  the  first  time  on  the  coast 
of  Norway,  a  tremendous  catch  of  spawning  fish  resulted. 
Idealising  the  danger  of  slaughtering  so  many  spa\vning  fish 
which  could  not  be  caught  in  the  usual  manner  by  hook  antl 
line,  the  Norwegian  Government  have  undoubtedly  shown 
wisdom  in  bringing  into  effect  this  restrictive  legislation.  The 
result  to  the  halibut-liver  oil  industry  in  Europe  will  be  to 
curtail  the  supply  of  halibut  livers.  The  situation  which  arose 
when  the  nets  were  used  for  the  first  time  last  winter  and 
spring  will  not  recur.  Sub.sequcnt  to  that  fishing  the  oil  market 
was  temporarily  over  supplied. —

Protection? 

Sir, — Prior  to  igjj  we  were  informed  that  a  new  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  necessary,  if  only  because  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  was  continually  unsuccessful  with  its  pro- 
secutions, in  that  loopholes  in  the  existing  law  were  allowing 
<lefendants  to  escape.  Also  that  if  we  did  not  put  our  house 
in  order  the  Government  would  step  in  and  do  it  for  us.  The 
question  arises :  If  those  loopholes  did  exist,  have  they  now 
been  closed,  or  was  it  merely  the  bungling  of  the  Law  Com- 
mittee which  allowed  the  escapes?  We  were  also  informed  thai 
after  the  passage  of  the  Bill,  inspectors  would  act  first  in  the 
role  of  guides  until  the  full  import  and  implication  of  the  Act 
had  l^ecome  familiar  to  us,  and  that  where  slight  technical 
breaches  occurred  warnings  would  first  be  given.  From  cases 
during  the  past  few  weeks  it  woidd  appear  that  the  loopholes 
ha(i  not  been  closed — or  is  it  that  the  Society  does  not  under- 
stand the  powers  or  limits  of  its  own  Act  ?  Certain  it  is 
that  in  the  recent  case  at  Lichfield  the  Law  Committee  has 
blundered.  Fortunateh-  the  Johnsonian  common  sense  of  the 
Lichfield  magistrates  held  good,  and  they  dismissed  the  sum- 
mons, adding  that  the  case  should  not  have  fjeen  brought.  The 
conclusion  of  -the  defence  that  the  case  was  "  farcical  "  pro- 
vided an  apt  summing  up.  By  contrast  the  prosecution's 
enlargement  on  the  defendant's  good  character  in  a  city  where 
he  has  held  the  offices  of  ma3-pr  and  sheriff  makes  the  incident 
less  savoury  ;  in  fact,  verv  bad  taste  in  a  community  pro- 
fessing democracy.  ...  A  medical  man,  a  regular  reader  of 
\-our  journal,  a  few  days  ago  put  this  question:  "  What  is 
the  matter  with  your  Society?  Can  it  do  nothing  else  for  its 
members  besides  prosecute  them?     It  appears,"  he  continued, 

as  though  they  were  out  to  make  cases.  "

Sir, — It  is  curious  to  note  thai  the  Council  of  thv  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  contrive  so  often  to  do  the  inept  thing.  This 
is  evident  from  little  incidents  reported  frequently  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.  At  Lichfield  there  was  the  prosecu- 
tion of  a  highly  respected  pharmacist  for  an  inadvertent  sale 
of  a  proprietary  preparation  which  nobody  except,  I  suppose, 
the  manufacturer  and  the  Society's  inspector  knew  to  contain 
a  poison.  This  showed  the  zeal  of  the  inspector,  but  surely 
all  the  circumstances  pointed  to  a  complete  innocence  of  intent 
to  evade  the  Act  on  the  part  of  the  Society's  member.  The 
Court  expressed  its  view  to  that  effect.  The  other  instance 
of  ignoring  the  obvious  which  strikes  me  is  provided  by  your 
correspondence  columns.  It  has  been  evident  that  there  is 
recognised  in  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Bradford,  a  man  of  statesmanlike 


and  constructive  ideas  who  would  be  not  only  an  ornament 
but  also  an  intellectual  adjunct  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council. 
And  yet  Mr.  Wilson,  who  polled  eighth  at  the  last  election, 
has  been  passed  over  twice  since  that  election  by  the  co- 
option  of  other  men.  I  have  nf)thing  against  either  of  the 
men  chosen  by  the  Council — not,  however,  unanimously  I  am 
sure — but  the  reason  put  forward  for  the  choice  is  laughable. 
They  were  co-opted,  we  gather,  l)ecause  members  in  two 
sections  of  the  country  desired  it  ;  and  yet  the  Council,  we 
are  told,  is  strongly  against  territorial  representation.  Wiiat 
can  the  bewildered,  ordinary  pharmacist  make  of  it  all?

Yeast  in  Diabetes 

Sir, — The  potentialities  of  yeast  as  a  possible  remedy  for 
diabetes  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  by  a  customer.  This 
young  man,  aged  about  twenty-four,  has  for  years  had  insulin 
administered  twice  or  thrice  daily  in  doses  of  ten  units.  Two 
months  ago  he  was  advised  by  a  friend  that  he  (the  friend) 
had  suffered  from  diabetes.  He  had  never  used  insulin  but  had. 
over  a  prolonged  ptTiod,  taken  small  doses  of  \-east  two  or 
three  times  a  day  and  had  greatly  lienefited.  My  customer 
began  the  treatment,  .although  continuing  with  insulin,  and 
I  have  watched  the  results  closely.  Very  soon  an  improve- 
ment in  his  general  condition  set  in.  He  could  take  a  more 
liberal  diet  and — what  was  more  surprising — he  was  able  to 
reduce  the  insulin  dosage,  and  at  the  moment  requires  only 
lour  units  twice  daily.  I  am  writing  in  the  hope  that  .some  of 
vour  readers  may  be  able  to  throw  light  on  the  matter  or  pass 
on  the  information  to  anyi>ne  suffering  from  diabetes.  It 
appears  to  me  that  the  subject  is  worth  investigation.

"  This  account  is  not  correct.  The  figure  given  by  the  presi- 
dent, reading  from  Mr.  Mallinson's  letter,  was  0.13  per  cent., 
and  further,  this  figure  was  not  questioned  by  anyone.  The 
figure  Mr.  Slade  and  I  disagreed  with  was  connected  with  the 
discounting  for  1936  which  Mr.  Mallinson  gave  as  2.4  per  cent. 
We  both  said  we  had  recollections  of  the  amount  being  nearly 
5  per  cent,  of  the  dispensing  fees.  I  have  since  ascertained  from 
Mr.  Mallinson  that  he  referred  to  the  whole  drug  fund,  2.4  per 
cent,  of  which  would  be  equal  to  nearly  5  jier  cent,  of  the  dis- 
pensing fees."

— The  fol- 
lowing information  on  condition  powders  for  dogs  is  given  in 
the  current  (ninth)  edition  of  ' '  Veterinary  Counter  Practice  ' '  : 
It  is  not  easy  to  find  a  suitable  formula,  as  there  are  so 
many  things  to  consider:  (i)  They  should  be  more  or  less 
tasteless  so  they  can  be  put  in  tlie  food  ;  (2)  they  must  not 
unduly  act  on  the  bowels  or  kidneys,  otherwise  the  dog  may 
be  dirty  in  the  night ;  (3)  they  must  not  cause  nausea  or  vomit- 
ing ;  (4)  they  must  not  induce  flatulence,  as  large  doses  of 
sulphur  may  do.  Small  doses  of  arsenic  are  to  be  avoided 
owing  to  the  labelling.  Some  fornmlas  are  more  or  less 
homoeopathic  preparations,  but  the  following  can  be  recom- 
mended :  —

Some  success  has  been 
claimed  for  the  treatment  which  consists  of  incising  the  swell- 
ings and  dressing  the  wounds  with  antiseptics.

A.  J.  A.  (1/98). — Pressure  and  volume  of  air. — A  cubic 
inch  at  normal  pressure  (15  lb.)  is  increased  in  volume  to 
1.67  cu.  in.  when  the  pressure  is  reduced  to  10  lb.  If  the 
10  lb.  pressure  is  additional  to  the  atmospheric  pressure  then  it 
is  reduced  to  0.67  cu.  in.  (note  Boyle's  Law — the  volume 
of  a  gas  varies  inversely  as  the  pressure).  The  volume  of  air 
(not  air  space — there  is  no  such  thing  in  the  terminology  of 
physics)  is  altogether  independent  of  the  rate  of  respiration 
of  a  person.  An  adult  at  rest  normally  inhales  about  0.25  cubic 
ft.  per  minute  (7  litres). 

C.  D.  C.  (2S/94). — Kerosene  for  fly  sprays.- — The  ordinary 
burning  oil  is  not  altogether  suitable  for  these  preparations, 
and  for  this  reason  manufacturers  offer  one  or  more  special 
grades  of  paraffin.  If  you  mention  your  difficulty  to  your 
suppliers  they  will  be  able  to  suggest  a  suitable  product. 

/.  R.  M.  (20/92). — Anti-gas. — The  air-raid  precautions 
number  of  the  C .  c~  D.  was  published  on  November  14,  1936. 

H.  L.  (28/93). — Imitated  cough  mixture. — As  you  have 
been  making  this  preparation  and  presumably  naming  and 
labelling  in  the  same  manner  for  thirty  years,  it  seems  likely 
that  you  have  good  grounds  for  taking  action  against  imitators. 
It  is  impossible,  however,  for  us  to  form  a  definite  opinion  on 
the  information  available,  and  we  suggest  that  you  consult  a 
solicitor.  If  you  registered  a  new  name  as  a  trade  mark,  the 
preparation  would  be  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty,  unless  you 
can  claim  exemption,  and  it  is  sold  through  chemists.  The 
trade  mark  must  be  used  as  a  brand  name,  the  preparation 
must  be  manufactured  under  the  supervision  of  a  chemist,  the 
full  formula  must  be  printed  on  the  label,  carton  and  so  forth, 
together  with  the  words  "  No  proprietary  rights  are  claimed 
in  the  manufacture  of  this  preparation." 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Bloomsbury  Square  School  Session  Opened 

The  lecture  theatre  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square  was  uncom- 
fortably crowded  on  Wednesday  evening  by  8.20.  Ladies  were 
present  in  strong  force,  and  it  was  noticeable  that  feathered 
hats  were  more  common  in  the  audience  than  they  have  been 
before.  The  president,  accompanied  by  Sir  Dyce  Duckworth, 
Brigade-Surgeon  Hooper,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Hanbury,  came 
into  the  theatre  at  8.35,  and  was  received  with  applause.  He 
at  once  opened  the  proceedings  by  calling  upon  Professor 
Bentley  to  report  upon  his  class,  and  asked  the  professor  to 
make  his  remarks  brief.  .  .  .  The  president  then,  in  the  absence 
of  Messrs.  Ransom  and  Thresh,  the  examiners,  announced  the 
result  of  the  competition  for  the  open  prizes  which  the  Council 
awarded.  .  .  .  Out  of  the  total  of  1,000  marks  Mr.  John  Thomas 
was  first  with  766  marks.  To  him  was  awarded  the  first  prize, 
the  "  Pereira  "  medal  .  .  .  The  second  in  the  competition  was 
Miss  Margaret  Elizabeth  Buchanan,  who  had  gained  692  marks. 
From  personal  knowledge  of  the  examination  he  was  able  to 
confirm  fully  the  report  of  the  examiners,  who,  of  course,  did 
not  know  the  writers  of  the  papers  which  they  had  to  estimate, 
except  by  mottoes,  on  the  substantial  and  steady  work  shown 
in  this  lady's  paper.  To  her  was  awarded  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  silver  medal.  [Miss  Buchanan  was  afterwards,  for 
several  years,  a  member  of  the  Society's  Council.]
